HORTLY after the onset of hostilities 

in Korea and the subsequent rapid 
build-up of the Army, both in the ZI and 
abroad, it became evident to Army Field 
Forces planners that a major training 
problem was de- 
veloping for Ar- 
mor elements or- 
ganic to infantry 
and airborne di- 
visions, and also 
non-divi- 
sional Armor 
units. 

This problem 
revolved around 
two primary fac- 
tors: the in- 
crease in the cal- 
iber and maxi- 
mum range of 
the tank gun 
since World War 
II, and the fact 
that practically all Armor units in the 
U. S. not organic to the one Armored 
Division then in existence, were located 
at WWII stations and cantonments where 
existing tank firing ranges were, for the 
most part, suitable only for 75-mm and 
76-mm gun tanks, and training areas were 
not available where modern 90-mm gun 
tanks could fire while maneuvering tac- 
tically. 

In early 1951, the Chief, Army Field 
Forces, directed the commanders of the 
six CONUS Armies to survey their re- 
spective Army areas with the view of 
locating as soon as possible an area or 
facility where an Armored Combat Train- 
ing Area could be established. 


The concept of such a training activity 
was that it would be a place to which 
all infantry and airborne division tank 
battalions, infantry and armored cavalry 
regimental tank companies, and non- 
divisional tank battalions in the United 
States could be sent, less their tanks, 
vehicles, and organizational equipment, 
and there undergo an intensive five to 
six-week training program. This program 
was to be slanted primarily toward com- 
pletion of those portions of the unit’s 
ATP involving firing of the tank main 
armament and other subjects which most 
units of the type described were unable 
to perform at their home stations due to 
limitations on tank movement, area, and 
equipment; such as advanced tank driv- 
ing and training on special armored 
equipment. 

The objectives of this program were: 
completion of the main armament tables 
of the gunner’s qualification course by all

Broadened Family 


Care Program Urged 


A distinguished civilian commission 
which he appointed in April has recom- 
mended to Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson a “broadened program of depend- 
ent care” to make medical and dental 
care available to more families of mili- 
tary personnel. 

The Dependent Care Commission, 
headed by Dr. Harold G. Moulton, re- 
nowned economist and president emeri- 
tus of Brookings Institution, declares in 
a report submitted to Mr. Wilson on 30 
June (its self-imposed deadline date): 

“The Commission believes that one of 
the most important bolsters to morale is 
the assurance afforded military person- 
nel on the fighting front that the wel- 
fare of their dependents is being looked 
after by the military organization itself.” 

The Moulton Report urges Congress to 
“make an explicit declaration of policy 
with respect to dependent medical care 
in order that existing uncertainties and 
inconsistencies may be removed. 

“The legislation,” says the Commission, 
“should state what types of illnesses will 
be treated, whose dependents are eligible 
and what types of dependents are en- 
titled to medical care.” 

In a key recommendation, the Moul- 
ton Report states that where medical fa- 
cilities are not available, eligible depend- 
ents should be able to utilize civilian doc- 
tors and medical facilities. 

The Commission notes that scores of 
thousands of military dependents live in 
areas where they cannot take advantage 
of Armed Forces medical facilities. 

“From the standpoint of morale,” said 
Dr. Moulton and his associates, “it does 
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PAY RAISE K.O. 


Sitting in as guests of the House 
Appropriations Committee, Chairman 
Dewey Short (R.-Mo.) of the Armed 
Services Committee and Representa- 
tive Carl Vinson (D.-Ga.), ranking 
Democrat, applied the K.O. punch to 
hopes for a military pay raise dur- 
ing hearings on the fiscal ’54 
budget. 

Here’s how they did it: 

Rep. Mahon (D-Tex.), a ranking member 
of the Appropriations Committee, asked, ‘‘are 
you going to be disposed to bring in any 
legislation increasing military pay this 
year?”’ 

Mr. Vinson: ‘‘No, sir. As far as I am con- 
cerned, I am not. The chairman (Mr. Short) 
can speak for himself.”’ 


Mr. Short: ‘‘I am sitting tight on it.’’ 

Mr. Mahon: ‘‘You know there is a lot of 
propaganda for it.’’ 

Mr. Vinson: ‘‘It is not going to get my 
vote.’’ 

Mr. Short: ‘‘I am going to sit tight, and 


I told thousands of officers so over at 
Aberdeen (Proving Ground, Md.).’’ 

Mr. Mahon: ‘‘We can assume probably 
we will not be confronted with that?’’ 


Mr. Short: “I pray not.’’ 
Mr. Vinson: ‘‘I will not vote for it.’’ 
Mr. Short: ‘‘We had a hard time getting 


a little increase last year.”’ 

Mr. Vinson: ‘‘I do not think the chairman 
will want to bring it up. Of course, he does 
not want to be positive about it because you 
bear in mind that he is chairman of the 
committee, but if it should come up, as an 
individual member, I will say now that I am 
very much opposed to it. We have just given 
a 4 per cent raise in base pay and we have 
14 per cent in subsistence and quarters 
allowance, and there is no reason for doing 
it, and there is no great demand on the part 
of the Services that I know of.”’ 

End of discussion—and apparently the end 
of pay raise hopes for this year. 





Budget Report Has 
Billion Out, Riders In 


A 1954 military budget of $34,434,140,- 
500, full of restrictive riders on such mat- 
ters as retirement, flight pay, officer pro- 
motions, household goods transportation 
and manpov-er utilization, was under de- 
bate on Capitol Hill this week after be- 
ing recommended by the House Appro- 
priations Committee. 

Dollar-wise, the Committee urged a 
budget providing $12.7 billion less than 
was appropriated for the Armed Forces 
in Fiscal ’53, $6.2 billion less than was rec- 
ommended prior to 20 Jan. and $1.3 bil- 
lion less than was requested by the Eisen- 
hower Administration after its revision 
of the Truman Administration budget. 

The plea of retiring Air Force Chief of 
Staff General Hoyt S. Vandenberg for 
restoration of at least $1 billion of the 
$5 billion cut from the Air Force’s early- 
year requests was answered by the Com- 
mittee’s action in cutting $240 million 
more from new Air Force obligational 
authority. 

Because of-the great interest aroused 
by General Vandenberg’s presentations 
before Congressional groups warning 
against the cuts, THE JOURNAL publishes 
lengthy excerpts from the section of the 
House Committee’s Report dealing with 
the Air Force (page 1343). 

When floor debate got underway on the 
defense funds bill, a letter from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower which reiterated his 
support for the reduced requests was 
read to the House. The text of this com- 
munication is published on page 1352. 

On that page, there is also an analysis 
of the officer promotion rider to the Ap- 
propriations Bill, as recommended by the 
Committee. 

The Committee’s recommendation for 
additional slashes in the Research and 
Development program is discussed in an 
editorial on page 1350, and there’s a re- 
lated story on page 1351. 

In the Senate, where debate is less re- 
stricted than in the House, it can be 
taken for granted that opponents of re- 
ductions in defense appropriations will 
speak out in strong terms. Former Secre- 
tary of the Air Force W. Stuart Syming- 
ton, now a Democratic Senator from Mis- 
souri, has already blasted the defense 
budget, particularly the cuts in the Air 
Force. 

The primacy of the dispute about Air 
Force funds in the ’54 military budget 
was pointed up in the remarks made by 
Representative Errett P. Scrivner (R- 
Kans.), House Military Appropriations 
Subcommittee Chairman, in urging the 
House on Wednesday to approve the 
budget recommended by his group. 

Here is what he said: 

‘‘All in all this is a sound program. It is a 
program that will give us a strong defense 
without further weakening us financially. It 
is a program we can carry through with dif- 
ficulty until we can have greater assurance 
of peace. It is a program that permits a new 
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Fifth Air Force Jets 
Score Record Day 


Sabre jet pilots of the U. S. Fifth Air 
Force scored their most sensational vic- 
tory of the war 30 June when they shot 
down 15 MiG’s. 

This one-day feat not only established 
a record, but brought the month’s total 
enemy planes destroyed to 74, or 10 more 
than the previous monthly high. In addi- 
tion, during the week, 10 enemy MiG’s 
were destroyed, another probably de- 
stroyed and one damaged. 

On the ground, the enemy opened the 
fourth year of the war with a week of 
steady and savage fighting. 

The following is a day-by-day account 
of the struggle: 

Thursday—A 13,000-man enemy attack 
hit allied lines in western and eastern 
Korea. One report said the Reds were 
smashed back in the west on one invasion 
route to Seoul. Another Chinese assault 
occurred on the east-central front where 
3000 enemy troops clashed with South 
Korean soldiers. The fighting continued 
with unabated fury as the day ended. On 
the east coast, the United States battle- 
ship New Jersey turned her 16-inch guns 
on Kosong, destroying 14 bunkers and 
damaging a dozen others. 

Friday—The bitter Communist attack 
in the west was reported stalled, and 
enemy troops in the east were thrown 
back by South Korean counterattacks. 
Although the Chinese seized three out- 
posts on the western front, they suffered 
3700 casualties and were driven back 
from five other hills 40 miles north of 
Seoul. Fighting still raged on the east- 
central sector. Two enemy MiG’s were de- 
stroyed and another damaged. 

Saturday—Aided by a driving rain, 
ROK troops halted an enemy drive 
pointed toward the vital Hwachon Reser- 
voir in east-central Korea. The situation 
in that sector was described as “confused 
and fluid,” but the Communists neverthe- 
less were stopped just six er seven miles 
from artillery range of South Korea’s 
largest electric power source. Reports 
from the western front said the enemy 
has succeeded in the past three days in 
knocking South Korean troops from 
three of five outposts. In the air, Sabre 
jets shot down a pair of MiG’s and prob- 
ably destroyed a third. 

Sunday—South Korean defenders were 
driven off two outpost hills in the Little 
Nori sector on the western front, and 
Communist infantrymen stormed Look- 
out Mountain in the east for the sixth 
time in three days and drove South Ko- 
rean troops off its crest. 

Monday—Under a fierce enemy bar- 
rage, South Korean infantrymen fell 
back from four hills as 12,000 enemy 
troops launched a desperate drive north 
of Seoul. Elements of six Chinese divi- 
sions on the Eastern front along the 
Pukham river threw back defending 
South Koreans from Lookout Mountain. 
Only in the air was the enemy put on 
the defensive as Sabre jet pilots shot 
down six Russian-type MiG’s. 

Tuesday—-The 15 MiG’s shot down 
brought the week’s total to 25. Two of the 
enemy planes were destroyed by Maj. 
James W. Jabara, bringing his total to 
14. Col. James D. Johnson, commanding 
officer of the Fourth Fighter-Interceptor 
Wing, scored his 10th kill to become a 
double jet ace, and Lt. Col. Vermont 
Garrison brought his total to nine. On 
the ground, the fighting slackened a bit 
except on the central and eastern fronts 
where the enemy seized two allied hills 
in a give-and-take battle.

Air Force Wing Goal—AF Academy Missing 


As General Vandenberg Leaves Active Duty 


Five years and two months after he 
was first sworn in as Air Force Chief of 
Staff, General Hoyt S. Vandenberg re- 
tired on 30 June at the age of 54 after 
30 years’ service. 


As he watched a stirring all-jet flyover | 


climax gala retirement ceremonies at 
Bolling AFB, Washington, D. C., General 
Vandenberg, USMA ’23, brought to a 
close a distinguished military career 
which has ended without the achieve- 
ment of at least two things which he has 
long felt are essential to national de- 
fense. 

One is the establishment of a definite 
goal for the build-up of the Air Force and 
the steady and orderly progression 
towards that objective. 

The other is establishment of an Air 
Force Academy, which in recent years 
has had virtually unanimous endorse- 
ment at the Pentagon, White House and 
Capitol, but which has yet to be brought 
to Committee hearings. 

At Bolling AFB on 30 June, more than 
3500 persons watched Air Force Secre- 
tary Harold E. Talbott pin the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal on General 
Vandenberg and remark on the “heavy 
responsibility” the Chief of Staff has car- 
ried “in providing an effective air de- 
fense of the United States, and for main- 
taining a strategic striking force con- 
stantly prepared for war.” 


Represents Defense Dept. 


Among those attending the ceremony | 


was Assistant Secretary of Defense W. J. 
McNeil, who represented the Defense De- 
partment. 

Whatever General Vandenberg’s ac- 
complishments in behalf of an effective 
air defense and a strong strategic strik- 
ing force, it is certain that as he left ac- 
tive duty he carried with him the strong 
conviction that the effectiveness of the 
Air Force’s Air Defense Command and 
Strategic Air Command, as well as the 
third major component, the Tactical Air 
Command, are periled by cuts in Air 


Force appropriations. 

In a final message to Air Force units, 
the Chief of Staff asked Air Force per- 
sonnel to continue what he called “the 
unfinished task of building adequate air 
power for the security of our nation.” 

Forced to undergo major surgery last

year and retired after a mandatory phys- 
ical examination with a 100 per cent dis- 
ability rating, General Vandenberg has 
not spared himself in recent months in 
fighting against what he believes are 
dangerous cuts in Air Force funds. Fol- 
lowing his retirement, General and Mrs. 
Vandenberg left for a lengthy vacation 
rest in Colorado. 


Single Major Objective 


General Vandenberg’s tenure as Air 
Force Chief of Staff, which dates back 
to April 1948 when he succeeded General 
Carl “Tooey” Spaatz, USAF-Ret., has been 
marked by one major objective: a long- 
range goal for the build-up of the Air 
Force. 

Throughout his term as Chief of Staff, 
General Vandenberg has not hesitated to 
state on appropriate occasions—such as 
when asked by a Congressional Commit- 
tee—the danger and waste in “stop and 
go” decisions with regard to Air Force 
strength. 

He feels strongly that this phenome- 
non is being repeated as the 143-wing ob- 
jective, set after Korea, and believed a 
firm goal until after 20 Jan. 1953, is mod- 
ified in current budget proposals to an 
“interim goal” of 120 wings, as an Air 
Force manpower objective of 1,061,000 
for fiscal ’54 is reduced to 970,000. 

Earlier in his service as Chief of Staff,

not seem desirable that dependents be 
turned away because medical facilities 
are unavailable, or because of congestion 
in outer offices necessitating long delay. 


“Moreover, it seems to the Commission 
as important to maintain the morale of 
servicemen whose families are distant 
from military hospitals as it is to main- 
tain the morale of those whose families 
have easy access to such hospitals. 


The Commission says that those treat- 
ed by civilian doctors should pay the first 
$10 of each illness, exclusive of maternity 
cases, and thereafter should pay 10 per 
cent of the total bill .. . “this to discour- 
age the selection of the most expensive 
hospital accommodations or high priced 
doctors.” 

The following is a summary of the 
Commission’s report as prepared by the 
Defense Department. 


“The recommendations of the Commission 
provide for equal care for all eligible de 
pendents, wherever located. Heretofore, 
medical care has been confined to those liv- 
ing conveniently near military medical in- 
stallations. Those living at a distance were 
eligible, but as a practical matter medical 
attention was usually beyond their reach. 


“Similarly, in congested centers military 
medical facilities were often inadequate to 
meet the needs. The Commission recom- 
mends that the present system be supple- 
mented by the use of civilian facilities when 
military facilities are not available—with the 
Government meeting a substantial part, but 
not all, of the costs. Safeguards to prevent 
excessive demands and other abuses have 
been recommended, by requiring that the 
patient pay the first 10 dollars, plus 10 per- 
cent of the remainder of the bill, for any one 
illness treated by civilian doctors. 

‘“‘The Commission does not, however, rec- 
ommend complete medical care. Contrary to 
widespread belief, the medical care provided 
has heretofore not been complete, and it has 
differed in extent in the three Services. The 
limiting factor in general was the availability 
of facilities; but at the same time certain 
types of illnesses were excluded as a prac- 
tical matter. The Commission recommenda- 


tions establish uniformity in _ practice 
throughout the Services, and set up strict 
limitations with respect to the illnesses 
covered. 


Exceptions Listed 

“Specifically excluded are the following: 
Domiciliary care and hospitalization for 
chronic diseases; mental and nervous dis- 
orders; elective surgical and medical treat- 
ment; prosthetic devices: hearing aids: 
orthopedic footwear and spectacles (except 
overseas); ambulance service and home calls 
(except in emergency). On the dental side, 
only emergency cases are included—except 
overseas or at remote stations where civilian 
facilities are not available, 

‘“‘The Commission recommends that the fol- 
lowing be included: Diagnosis; treatment of 
acute medical and surgical conditions; treat- 
ment of contagious diseases; immunization; 
and maternity and infant care. 


“These limitations should yield substan- 
tial economies. On the other hand, the uni- 
versalization of the program, noted above, 
will involve substantial additional costs un- 
der present conditions. But since under nor- 
mal circumstances only career personnel 
would be involved, there would in the long 
run be few who could not be cared for at the 
military medical installations; hence the 
costs of the broadened program should pro- 
gressively decline. 


Uniform Regulations Asked 


“The recommendations of the Commission 
call for uniform regulations pertaining to 
eligibility. The Commission recommends 
that all regular, reserve and inducted mem- 
bers of the Armed Services on active duty, 
and retired members, be eligible for care of 
their dependents. The definition of depend- 
ents was, however, tightened to include 
wives and dependent children, and parents 
and parents-in-law only if actually dependent 
and residing in the home of the serviceman. 
Also included are unremarried widows and 
children of men who have lost their lives on 
active duty, or while retired for disability or 
length of service. 

‘“‘The Commission gave special considera- 
tion to the idea of some form of pre-paid 
medical insurance, which has often been sug- 
gested. Investigation disclosed that for a 
problem of this type the insurance method is 
impractical and unnecessary. 

“‘The Commission based its recommenda- 
tions on the principle that medical care for 
dependents, within limits, is sound national 
policy, and that all dependents, wherever 
located, should be treated alike. The report 
states this system should be considered an 
integrated whole, designed to meet long- 
term requirement but flexible enough to meet 
the needs of emergency conditions as at 
present.’’ 
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Close 7 Tng. Centers, 
Draft Calls Decrease 


Better utilization of existing facilities 
and more efficient use of personnel will 
result from the inactivation or consolida- 
tion of seven replacement training cen- 
ters by 1 Jan. 1954, the Department of the 
Army has announced. 

Reduction of the number of personnel 
expected to enter the Army for the first 
time during the coming fiscal year will 
make it possible to conduct basic train- 
ing for men in the continental United 
States in the seven training divisions and 
four replacement training centers which 
will remain following the inactivations or 
consolidations. 

List Inactivations 

Replacement training centers to be 
inactivated include those of the Signal 
Corps at Camp San Luis Obispo, Calif.; 
Quartermaster Corps, Ft. Lee, Va.; 
Chemical Corps, Ft. McClellan, Ala.; 
Transportation Corps, Fort Eustis, Va.; 
Corps of Engineers, Ft. Belvoir, Va.; 
Field Artillery, Ft. Sill, Okla., and the 
Signal and Military Police training cen- 
ters at Camp Gordon, Ga. The Military 
Police and Signal Training Centers at 
Camp Gordon will be consolidated. 

The Army emphasized that, with the 
exception of Camp San Luis Obispo, only 
the specified replacement training cen- 
ter activities at the installations men- 
tioned above will be inactivated. Schools 
and other activities will continue in 
operation. In the case of Camp San Luis 
Obispo, announcement was made recent- 
ly that it would be inactivated by next 
1 Jan. 

Personnel who might formerly have 
been assigned to those branches which 
have replacement training centers sched- 
uled for inactivation, after 30 June 1953 
will receive eight weeks basic combat 
training in training divisions. Further 
instruction of military personnel in mili- 
tary occupation specialties then will be 
conducted at branch schools or in units 
at branch centers. 

Remaining Trng. Divisions 

The seven remaining training divisions 
include the 3d Armored Division, Ft. 
Knox, Ky., 5th Armored Division, Camp 
Chaffee, Ark.; 6th Armored Division, Fort 
Leonard Wood, Mo.; 6th Infantry Divi- 
sion, Ft. Ord, Calif.; 8th Infantry Divi- 
sion, Ft, Jackson, S. C.; 9th Infantry Di- 
vision, Ft. Dix, N. J., and the 10th In- 
fantry Division, Ft. Riley, Kans. 

The four replacement training centers 
for men in the continental United States 
which will remain following the inactiva- 
tions and consolidations include Anti- 
aircraft Artillery, Ft. Bliss, Tex.; Ord- 
nance, Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md.; 
Medical, Camp Pickett, Va., and the Basic 
Replacement Training Center at Camp 
Gordon, Ga. 





Army Corpsman Is 61st 
Medal of Honor Winner 


An Army medical corpsman who saved 
the lives of several wounded men during 
an enemy attack in Korea has been 
awarded the Medal of Honor. 

The 6lst Army winner of the coveted 
award in Korea is Sgt. David B. Bleak, 
presently stationed in Japan with the 


Clearing Company of the 24th Medical 


Battalion, 24th Infantry Division. 

The award citation recalled that “al- 
though wounded by enemy machine gun 
fire and attacked at bayonet point by 
hostile soldiers, he defended himself and 
the wounded he was caring for by dispos- 
ing of the attackers in hand-to-hand com- 
bat. Among his other heroic exploits, he 
killed three attacking enemy, using his 
bare hands and a trench knife in self- 
defense. In action the same day, he threw 
himself upon a_ fellow soldier and 
absorbed the full force of concussion of 
an exploding enemy hand grenade. As 
a result of Sergeant Bleak’s heroism, 
several lives were saved and his unit was 
materially assisted in the capture of a 
prisoner and accomplishment of its 
mission.”

House Appropriations Committee Cuts AF 
$240 Million Below Sec’y. Wilson’s Estimates 


HE following are excerpts from the report of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, which recommended $11,048,000,000 for the Air Force in fiscal ’54, com- 
pared with $16,078,000,000 asked in January by the Truman Administration and $11,- 
288,000,000 requested by Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson and the Eisenhower 


Administration. 


The Committee noted that the air base constructidn program will be considered 
in a separate bill. For comparative purposes, it said $700,000,000 should be added to 
the January budget figure and $400,000,000 to the new administration request. 


Manpower and Bases 


The Air Force budget as considered and 
acted upon by the committee is to provide 
for an interim goal of 120 wings, of which 
according to the Air Force 110 are to be 
activated by the end of fiscal 1954. (Accord- 
ing to statements of the Secretary of Defense 
114 wings should be activated by the end of 
fiscal, 1954). To attain the goals set for 1954, 
the appropriations recommended by the com- 
mittee will provide for an average of 131,426 
commissioned and warrant officers, 828,768 
enlisted men and 9,806 aviation cadets, for a 
total average strength for the year of 970,000. 
In addition, the appropriations will provide 
for an average employment of 316,609 civil- 
ians or a total of 1,286,609 military and 
civilians. This compares with an average mili- 
tary strength of 970,945 and an average em- 
ployment of 321,963 civilians for a total em- 
ployment for both military and civilian of 
1,292,908 for fiscal 1953. 

The recommended appropriations will pro- 
vide for operational requirements for 718 
bases by the end of fiscal, 1954, compared 
with 597 bases in operation 30 June 1953. This 
is an increase of 121 of which 28 will be op- 
erational type bases, one a logistic type base, 
one a training type base, and 91 auxiliary 
type installations. 


Air National Guard and Air Reserve 


In addition to the 110 regular wings men- 
tioned above and the overall manpower being 
applied to the Air Force effort, the appropria- 
tions will provide for the support and equip- 
ping of 27 wings and 85 flying squadrons of 
the Air National Guard and the partial equip- 
ping of 26 wings of the Air Reserve. All fight- 
er squadrons in the Air National Guard and 
the Air Reserve will be equipped with jet- 
type aircraft during fiscal 1954. The man- 
power strengths of the Air National Guard 
and Air Reserve to be attained by the end of 
fiscal 1954 are 52,637 and 22,300 respectively. 
The planes and men making up these Na- 
tional Guard and Air Reserve wings must be 
added to the regular Air Force strength to 
obtain a true picture. There is also the very 
substantial air strength of the Navy and Ma- 
rines discussed in another section of this re- 
port which must not be overlooked. 


Funds Available for Expenditure 


In considering the estimated new appropria- 
tions required by the Air Force for obligat- 
ing purposes the Committee has looked close- 
ly at the unliquidated obligations and unex- 
pended balances of prior years appropria- 
tions. These matters are dealt with under 
the major appropriation heads where they 
are significant. However, to fully appreciate 
the situation it is necessary to consider the 
overall outlook for the Air Force, This is 
shown in the following tabulation: 





it could in the hearings for review by mem- 
bers of Congress. Unfortunately it was im- 
possible to put many of the most pertinent 
facts on the record. 

The controversy stated in its simplest 
terms is basically whether on the one hand, 
the Air Force goal of 143 wings as estab- 
lished by the previous administration and 
Joint Chiefs. of Staff should be accepted as 
absolutely necessary to the fulfillment of 
commitments to our allies and the adequate 
defense of this country, or whether on the 
other hand it is better to adopt an interim 
goal of 120 wings while the new administra- 
tion assisted by a new Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
coming into being in August, takes another 
look at the entire world military, political 
and economic situation and establishes a new 
set of goals if such are deemed desirable. As 
stated previously the budget estimates con- 
sidered by the committee were on the basis 
of the interim 120 wing goal, which, how- 
ever, when-the modernized Air National 
Guard is considered, is in reality, equivalent 
to a modified 143 wing program. The ac- 
tions taken on the estimates have been on 
that basis, and the committee is of the opin- 
ion that the course being followed by the new 
administration is sound and reasonable. 

To assist the Congress in understanding 
just what is involved from a long range 
budgetary standpoint, in the maintenance 
of a 120 wing or 143 wing Air Force, the 
Committee requested that estimates of the 
cost of sustaining an Air Force of these re- 
spective sizes be prepared. The reply sub- 
mitted was as follows: 


It is estimated that respective annual costs 
to sustain the 120 wing Air Force and the 
143 wing Air Force after each force would 
have been fully modernized and equipped 
would be approximately $14.6 billion and 
$16.8 billion. It is of course very difficult to 
estimate level-off costs so far in the future 
because of the many imponderables involved, 
although improvement in management tech- 
niques or other considerations might afford 
opportunities for change. 

No attempt has been made to evaluate the 
validity of these estimates for maintaining 
the respective wing strengths. However, it 
should be stated that undoubtedly future 
budgets for the size of force indicated will 
= in the relative neighborhood of the figures 
given. 


Aircraft and Related Procurement 


The appropriation for aircraft and related 
procurement provides for (1) procurement 
of complete flyaway aircraft; (2) procure- 
ment of an initial quantity of spares and 
spare parts to support the completed air- 
craft; (3) procurement related to aircraft, 
including supporting industrial machinery,

From the above tabulation it should be 
noted that if the committee recommendations 
are approved, the Air Force will have for ex- 
penditures, from 1 July 1953 on, over $36.5 
billion for the various items covered in this 
bill. This will be the Air Force bank account 
approved by the Congress but yet to be de- 
posited by the taxpayers. This is over two 
and one-half times the estimated expenditures 
for fiscal 1954. Approximately $28 billion of 
this is for aircraft and spare parts for air- 
craft on order. Regardless of this rather 
startling picture of unspent funds the com- 
mittee recommended reductions are very 
minor. The committee did not cut into or 
rescind any of the unspent funds because such 
action might necessitate the cancellation of 
some existing contracts and consequently 
cause additional expense. 

143 Wing vs. 120 Wing Air Force 

In considering the Air Force budget the 
committee was immediately confronted with 
the controversy regarding the Air Force goal 
of 143 wings or the interim proposal by the 
new administration of 120 wings. The com- 
mittee attempted to develop the facts as best 











equipment and facilities, aircraft and related 
equipment required for training, aircraft 
ground handling equipment, and preproduc- 
tion engineering; (4) modification of in-serv- 
ice aircraft and component equipment; (5) 
guided missiles, missile modification, and 
guided aerial targets; (6) industrial mobili- 
zation, including reserve plants and machine 
tools, mobilization planning and an industry 
preparedness. program; and (7) procurement 
and production administration salaries and 
expenses. 

To provide for these items the committee 
has recommended $3,495,000,000, which is $3,- 
169,000,000 less than the January submission 
of $6,664,000,000, and is the same as the re- 
vised amount presented by the Department. 
The basis for this reduction is largely ac- 
counted for by a reduction in the number 
of new planes, spare parts, and production 
facilities that were to be ordered during 
fiscal 1954.

Is Set In Motion 


President Eisenhower’s reorganization 
plan for the Department of Defense went 
into effect on schedule this week after 
a roll-call vote in the House of Repre- 
sentatives failed to validate objections 
raised by opponents of the measure. 

The Department moved immediately to 
implement the plan. Abolished were the 
Munitions Board, the Research and De- 
velopment Board and the Defense Supply 
Management Agency. The three organiza- 
tions were officially disestablished as of 
midnight on 29 June. 


Transfer Functions 


In an order issued on 30 June, Acting 
Secretary of Defense Roger M. Kyes 
transferred the functions previously per- 
formed by these groups and their chair- 
men to four Special Assistants to the 
Defense Secretary. Mr. Kyes said the 
move was made “pending the appoint- 
ment of officials to the new positions,” 
which include six new Assistant Secre- 
taries of Defense and a new General 
Counsel for the Department, 

Named Special Assistants were Mr. 
Willard F. Rockwell, Mr. Walter G. Whit- 
man, Mr. Frank R. Creedon and Mr. 
Joseph W. Fowler. 

Mr. Rockwell took over the functions 
formerly performed by the Munitions 
Board and its Chairman; Mr. Whitman, 
former Chairman of the RDB, was given 
the functions he previously had handled, 
as well as those of the Board proper; 
Mr. Creedon, former Director of Installa- 
tions, was handed the functions formerly 
performed by that office; and Mr. Joseph 
W. Fowler, former Director of the De- 
fense Supply Management Agency, took 
on the functions of that office. 


Personnel Shift 


Mr. Kyes said concurrently with the 
issuance of directives describing the 
areas of responsibilities of the new As- 
sistant Secretaries of Defense, such per- 
sonnel determined to be necessary and 
qualified will be offered assignments with 
the appropriate Assistant Secretaries. 

The new Assistant Secretaries will 
handle Supply and Logistics, Research 
and Development, Applications Engineer- 
ing, Properties and Installations, Health 
and Medical, and Legislative Affairs. The 
General Counsel will receive the same 
pay as an Assistant Secretary but will 
not be so designated. 

The reorganization plan specifies that 
the functions previously performed by 
the Chairmen of the abolished organiza- 
tions shall eventually be transferred to 
Defense Secretary Wilson. 


Opposition On JCS Proviso 


Opponents of the plan had been con- 
cerned largely with the new powers 
which are accorded the JCS Chairman 
under the reorganization. The plan pro- 
vides that the Chairman shall have final 
approval in the selection of members of 
the Joint Staff, and that management of 
the Staff will be his responsibility alone. 

The House ballot found 234 in favor of 
the plan and 108 against it. The Senate 
took no action at all on the measure, 
and it became effective automatically on 
30 June, 60 days after it was first sub- 
mitted by the President. 





Marine Generals Retire 


Two Marine Corps general officers 
were retired on i July. They are Lt. Gen. 
Graves B. Erskine, who was promoted to 
four-star rank, and Maj. Gen. Field 
Harris, who was promoted to three star 
rank. 

General Erskine, as previously reported 
in THE JOURNAL, will head the Office 
Psychological Policy in the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense. He formerly was 
Commanding General of the Fleet Ma- 
rine Force, Atlantic. 

General Harris, who commanded the 
1st Marine Air Wing in Korea during the 
early days of that conflict, was serving as 
Commanding General, Air, Fleet Marine 
Force, Atlantic. 

It has been unofficially reported that 
Maj. Gen. Clayton C. Jerome will be 
named to succeed General Harris. 
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Es =. 
Army To Send 4-Man Inf. 
Replacement Teams O’Seas 

The Army has disclosed plans for an 
experimental technique of shipping In- 
fantry riflemen replacements overseas in 
four-man teams. 


The first such shipment will take place 
in the near future, and eventually, it is 





hoped, all enlisted Infantry replacements | 


will be moved overseas in this manner. 
The first Army experiment with the 
four-man group was held last fall at Fort 
Dix, N. J., with personnel of the 9th In- 
fantry Division. It resulted in improved 
morale, greater efficiency in the admin- 
istrative control of overseas enlisted re- 
placements, and the creation of a higher 


esprit de corps among the men, the 
Army said. 
Under the contemplated program, 


eligible personnel will be formed into 
four-man units during the last four weeks 
of their basic training. After preembarka- 
tion leave, these teams will be moved 
overseas together, and will be maintained 
as units as long as possible. Team mem- 
bers will be assigned to the same squad 
whenever practicable, the Army said. 

If the present experiments in the plan 
prove successful, the full-scale imple- 
mentation of the program will be effected 
in other branches of the Army. 

It is known that the Army has been 
studying the possibility of larger unit 
rotations overseas. A possibility exists 
that some platoon replacement teams 
may be formed this summer.

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Chaplain Bennett Heads Board 

The Chief of Army Chaplains (Maj. 
Gen) Ivan L. Bennett assumed duties as 
Chairman of the Armed Forces Chaplains 
Board 1 July. 

The Armed Forces Chaplains Board, 
established by the Secretary of Defense 
in 1949 to coordinate policies and activi- 
ties of the chaplaincies of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force, is comprised of the Chief 
of Chaplains of each Service plus one 
aide, an executive secretary and a con- 
sultant on Jewish affairs. 

Chairmanship of the Board, which 
operates on the Department of Defense 
level, rotates every two years among 
the services. Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) 
Charles I. Carpenter, Chief of Chaplains 
of the Air Force, is the outgoing chair- 
man.

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Army EM Promotion 
Prospects Seen Good 


The Army plans to make a total of 
approximately 1,262,000 enlisted promo- 
tions during fiscal ’54, compared with 
1,537,405 reported for fiscal ’53. 

According to budget testimony, fiscal 
54 will see about 6000 promotions to 
master sergeant, 18,000 to sergeant first 
class and 65,000 to sergeant, compared 
respectively with 11,448, 40,667 and 161, 
874 in fiscal ’53. 

It is to be noted that despite the man- 
power cut, the relative grade distribution 
of Army enlisted ranks will be more sat- 
isfactory in fiscal ’54 than in ’53. 

The Army ended fiscal ’53 with 46,000 
master sergeants, but plans 48,000 by 30 
June 1954. Similarly, where there were 
78,000 sergeants first class on 30 June 
1953, the estimate for one year later is 
82,000, while the number of sergeants is 
slated to increase from 170,000 to 183,000. 

These forecasts are contingent, of 
course, on Congressional approval of 
Army budget estimates for enlisted pro- 
motions. 

Overall enlisted strength of the Army 
is slated to drop from 2,389,000 on 30 
June 1953 to 1,288,000 at the end of fiscal 
54. 

Because fiscal ’54 will be a year of rela- 
tively small turnover in military person- 
nel, there will be fewer E-1’s in the Army. 
There were 270,000 on 30 June ’53, but 
only 130,000 are estimated for the fiscal 
year-end strength. 

July Quotas 

The Army this week released quotas 
for July promotions which will permit 
51,300 advancements to the top four en- 
listed grades. 

This is less than half the number of 
promotions authorized for these ranks 
during June. 

However, the drop does not come as a 
surprise. It was expected as the Army 
moves toward the lowered strength in 
fiscal ’54. 

It was noted that the number of pro- 
motions to master sergeant remains the 
same in July as in June—750. 





Col. Nist Named Deputy 
Corps Comdr. In Japan 


Col. Cecil W. Nist has been named 
deputy commanding general of the XVI 
Corps in Japan and Col. Lloyd R. Moses 
was assigned as chief of staff. Colonel 
Nist has been serving as chief of staff and 
Colonel Moses as his deputy. 

Colonel Nist, who has been corps chief 
of staff for the past seven months, joined 
the headquarters in 1951 at the time of 
its organization. He was G-2 at that time. 
He is a graduate of the U. S. Military 
Academy, class of 1923, During WWII he 
commanded the 305th and 306th Infantry 
Regiments and also served as G-2 XVI 
Corps. 

Colonel Moses joined XVI Corps in No- 
vember 1952, after serving in Korea as 
commanding officer of the 31st Infantry. 
During WWII he served in the opera- 
tions office of the deputy theater com- 
mander, European theater.

assigned tank crew personnel of the unit; 
familiarization firing of the tank gun by 
all non-tank crew and overhead person- 
nel; perfecting the training of assigned 
tank crews in combat gunnery and crew 
combat techniques; and integration of 
these tank crews into their organic 
platoons and companies for the execution 
of platoon, company and battalion (where 
applicable) combat service firing exer- 
cises. 

These exercises were to highlight spe- 
cific tactical techniques applicable in both 
offensive and defensive infantry-tank 
team combat at the various levels of or- 
ganization indicated. Additionally all per- 
sonnel were to receive additional train- 
ing in tank maintenance, driving, commu- 
nications equipment and procedures, and 
familiarization with such special equip- 
ment as tank bull-dozers, tank flame- 
throwers and other equipment as it was 
developed. 

Tank elements of the infantry and air- 
borne divisions would be accompanied by 
a provisional infantry unit consisting of 
selected officers and NCO’s from the in- 
fantry regiments of the parent division. 
This group was to receive training in 
armored equipment and infantry-tank 
combat techniques, apply this training 
through participation in the various in- 
fantry-tank combat service firing exer- 
cises, and on return to parent regiments 
to act as instructors in infantry-tank 
operations in order to disseminate the 
practical knowledge gained at ACTA. 

All equipment, such as tanks, vehicles, 
radios, supporting weapons, etc., neces- 
sary for the implementation of this pro- 
gram were to be available at ACTA for 
the use of units undergoing training. 
ACTA would also conduct and supervise 
all instruction and training to insure at- 
tainment of uniform high standards and 
eorrect application of doctrine, and would 
also furnish all necessary administrative, 
logistical and maintenance support for 
units and equipment involved in the 
training program. 

As a result of the survey directed by 
OCAFF, it was determined that Camp 
Irwin, California, located in the Sixth 
Army Area was most suitable for the 
establishment of ACTA from the point of 
view of existing area and terrain. Camp 
facilities, although very limited and 
austere, were available. Camp Irwin had 
been initially established during WWII as 
the Mojave Anti-aircraft Artillery Range, 
and had also been utilized as POW facil- 
ity for both German and Italian prisoners 
of war. The installation had been in an 
inactive status since 1945 except for a 
small care-taking detachment and its 
limited wartime cantonment facilities 
consisting mostly of tent platforms, hut- 
ments and sheds, had fallen into a state of 
considerable disrepair due to the on- 
Slaught of desert winds and climatic 
conditions. 

The reservation itself was ideal for its 
new intended purpose. Comprising ap- 
proximately 670,000 acres of widely varied 
terrain, it presented unparalleled oppor- 
tunities for freedom of fire and fluid 
maneuver with modern tanks that could 
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normally be expected only in the combat 
zone of a theatre of operations, The post 
proper, located in the approximate center 
of the reservation, lay 37 miles north of 
the nearest community and railhead, Bar- 
stow, Calif, Communications with the rail- 
head was afforded by a two-lane hard- 
surfaced highway. Thirty-seven miles to 
the north of the post proper lay the Death 
Valley National Monument. The average 
altitude of the reservation was approxi- 
mately 2500 feet above sea-level with 
mountains ranging up to better than 5,000 
feet. The temperature range varied from 
20 to 120 degrees with very low humidity; 
approximately nine months of the year 
affording warm weather. Although the 
annual average rainfall was only one- 
half inch per year for the preceding 10- 
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| year period, plentiful water was available 


from existing deep wells drawing from 
the extensive watertable of the Mojave.

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Navy Flag Board Set; 
May Select Rickover 


The Navy will convene a Line selection 
board on 15 July to name officers for pro- 
motion to Rear Admiral. 

Those eligible for consideration are all 
Line Captains who have three or more 
years service in grade on 30 June 1954, 
computed from date of rank. 


The actual promotion zone includes 103 
officers, extending from Capt. William 
Howard Benson, Signal Number 448 (in 
the 1 Jan Register) through Capt. A. B. 
Leggett, Signal Number 656. 

With the disclosure that the board will 
be convened week after next, speculation 
was raised immediately that Capt. H. G. 
Rickover, the Navy’s atomic submarine 
expert, will be among those selected. 


Secretary of the Navy Robert B. Ander- 
son has stated that he will have written 
into the precept of the board a require- 
ment that its members select “one engi- 
neering duty captain experienced and 
qualified in the field of atomic propulsive 
machinery for ships.” This action, he said, 
“will serve to give Captain Rickover an- 
other opportunity to achieve the grade of 
rear admiral under precepts as favorable 
to him as the law permits.” 


Previously, Secretary Anderson con- 
vened a special board which selected 
Captain Rickover for continuation on the 
active list for another year. This was 
done to assure his consideration by the 
July flag board. 

Observers have pointed out that the 
promotion of the A-sub expert is virtually 
assured as a result of Secretary Ander- 
son’s action. 

Last year the Navy named 30 captains 
for promotion to rear admiral, dipping 
far below the promotion zone for all but 
seven of the officers. In 1951, 25 out of 36 
were picked from below the zone. 





Army Historian Wins 
USNA Forrestal Fellowship 


Dr. Phillip A. Crowl, historian in the 
Department of the Army, has been 
awarded the James V. Forrestal Fellow- 
ship in Naval History at the U. S. Naval 
Academy. 

An historian in the field of military 
affairs, Doctor Crow] is the third recipient 
of the Fellowship since its establishment 
three years ago. He will do research on 
the common relationships in all the am- 
phibious operations conducted by the 
United States and her allies during 
World War II, and will analyze the effect 
these relationships had on the conduct 
and outcome of the battles.

Capt. George W. Stott recently as- 
sumed the position of Naval Liaison Offi- 
cer, Hqs US Forces in Austria, replacing 
Capt. Roland M. Pryce, who was reas- 
signed to the US Naval Sixth Fleet.

He served as 
Chief of Staff and Base Commander there 
from June 1952 until May 1953. 
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Navy Health Improves; 
Mental Illness Rises 


The health of the Navy is on the up- 
grade, according to Rear Adm. H. L. 
Pugh, MC, USN, Surgeon General of the 
Navy. 

In testimony before the Armed Serv- 
ices Subcommittee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, Admiral Pugh 
said during the past fiscal year less than 
19 out of every 1,000 personnel were on 
the daily sick list. In fiscal 1951 the rate 
was 21 out of every 1,000. 

The achievement was recorded, Ad- 
miral Pugh said, “despite an increase in 
strength of almost 300,000 men and a 
corresponding increase in workload.” 

Mental Iliness 


He noted also that there has been prog- 
ress in combatting disease in the Navy, 
but one rate—that for mental illness— 
has risen. 

“Since psychiatric casualties cause so 
great a loss of Naval manpower, not only 
in wartime but also in peacetime,” Ad- 
miral Pugh said, “we must have an in- 
tensive program of research to permit 
more effective selection of personnel, to 
develop prophylactic techniques against 
neuropsychiatric breakdown, and certain- 
ly to improve our methods of treatment.” 

Work in these areas, he said, has re- 
sulted in the development of special 
screening tests which aid in the selection 
of potential combat officers, and a proj- 
ect has been established to study vari- 
ous methods of rehabilitation of offenders 
against naval discipline, with plans for 
future follow-up studies. 

Also, medical personnel who are 
psychiatrically trained have been indoc- 
trinated in the methods of identification 
and forward area treatment of neuro- 
psychiatric combat casualties, with re- 
sultant higher recovery rates for those 
casualties. 

Funds For Hospitals 


The Navy Medical Department is re- 
questing approximately $85 million for 
fiscal 1954. “More than half” of this 
amount, Admiral Pugh said, is for the 
maintenance and operation of 29 Naval 
hospitals. 

One of the problems which still con- 
fronts the Navy, he said, “is the procure- 
ment of medical and dental officers.” He 
noted also that “a similar problem exists 
in the Navy Nurse Corps.” 

Discussing medical and dental re- 
search, Admiral Pugh said “an investiga- 
tion has been undertaken in an atttempt 
to discover the cause of arteriosclerosis, 
particularly in aviators. 

“This disease has a special meaning to 
aviators, whose circulatory systems are 
exposed to a great variety of damaging 
effects by reason of extreme acceleration, 
anoxia, and mental strain. It is antici- 
pated that drugs can be found to give 
relief to arteriosclerotics, and that, as 
a result of the study, we can reduce at- 
trition among aviators because of this 
disease.” 

He said the Navy is “looking forward 
to the lowest annual hospitalization rate” 
in its history.

Helmet With Vents Tested 


For Supersonic Bail-Outs 

A helmet with vents in the forward 
crown to reduce wind shock for pilots 
forced to bail out from their aircraft 
while traveling at supersonic speeds, has 
been developed by the Santa Monica 
division of Douglas Aicraft Company, 
the Air Force’s Air Research and Devel- 
opment Command announced this week. 

At the speed of sound, standard helmets 
tend to be blown off which leaves the 
pilot without protection against wind 
blasts and air lift and without oxygen, 
since the oxygen supply is attached to 
the helmet. 

Wind tunnel tests at simulated speed 
up to Mach 1.04 were conducted by Doug- 
las in cooperation with the ARDC. These 
experiments disclosed that the air 
rammed into the front of the standard 


flight helmet and built up pressures in- | 


side that soon become greater than the 
strength of the fittings which held the 
helmet on the pilot’s head. 

The tests also showed that a G-suit 
tended to rip apart around the chest 
zipper seams under the air blast loads. 

These problems were solved by cutting 
slots into the helmet in the areas which 
showed up as negative pressure areas. 
This provided escape vents for the in- 
ternal air pressure. Subsequent tests 
revealed that the slots not only served 
as a means to allow the inside pressure 
to escape, but also created a partial vacu- 
um which helped hold the helmet firmly 
in place. 

The G-suit was modified by stitching a 
reinforced nylon vest to the suit. The zip- 
per was relocated from the chest to the 
back. 





Keep Coat Buttoned, Other 
Uniform Orders Given AF 


The Air Force has told its personnel jp 
the Nation’s Capital that they must be 
“a model for the Air Force in personaj 
appearance and strict compliance with 
uniform directives.” 

In particular, Air Force officers ang 
men in D. C. are to make certain that 
uniforms are worn at all times during 
duty hours, that when the coat or jacket 
is worn it is buttoned completely, and 
that although the coat or jacket may be 
removed in the office, it must be worn 
in hallways “or other places outside the 
immediate office.” 

The instruction states that “officers 
will wear suspenders when jackets are 
worn. A definite type of color of sus. 
penders is not prescribed,” although the 
instruction adds that “officers should se. 
lect a shade of solid blue when purchas- 
ing suspenders.” 

The official instruction continues: 

“The Air Force uniform is designed t 
present a semidrape effect (tailored to fit 
relatively loosely). Personnel should insure 
that trousers have sufficient rise and jackets 
are of sufficient length to prevent gapping 
between the jacket and trousers tops. Varia 


tions of the approved designs, colors, and 
materials will not be worn. Uniforms too 
short or fitting too tightly will not be 
condoned. 

“Unless specifically authorized, items of 


the uniform will not be mixed as to material 
An item of Army-type uniforms will not be 
worn with the Air Force uniform except air 
men may wear Army-type raincoats with Air 
Force uniforms until further notice. Items 
of the uniform will not be worn with civilian 


clothing. Special attention is called to the 
wearing of proper socks and shoes. Socks 
will be plain black, wool, cotton, or syn- 
thetic substitute materials. Shoes, except 
service shoes, will not exceed ankle-bone 
height. Shoes will be black, plain toe, with- 


out perforations, buckles, or straps. 

‘The service cap will not be worn without 
the grommet and front spring stiffening. The 
service cap will be worn straight and square 
ly on top of the head, not on the back or 
either side of the head. Large jumbo size 
officer's service cap insignia will not be worn 

“Outer garment, winter, blue wool-flannel 
shirts are not authorized for wear by officers 
with the winter uniform in the Washington 
area. Authorized summer outer garment 
shirts may be worn with the summer uniform 
except all officers will wear coats when the 
summer uniform is worn at off-base public 
places after normal duty hours. All male per- 
sonnel may wear summer shirt and trouser- 
uniforms including cotton khaki, and all 
female personnel may wear two-piece cotton 
cord uniform dresses, on or off base during 
duty and when en route to and from duty.’ 





High School Grads May 


s 
Become Aircraft Observers 

The Air Force on 6 July will open its 
Aircraft Observer training to high school 
graduates. 

The Aircraft Observer may specialize 
as navigator, radar observer, perform- 
ance engineer, or electronics counter 
measure officer. 

On an experimental basis, the Air 
Force will accept into the Observer pro 
gram a limited number of civilian high 
school graduates between the ages of 19 
and 26%. This corresponds to the criteria 
presently governing military applicants 

Previously, at least two years of col 
lege were required for direct entrance 
into the program from civilian status. 

Civilian applicants who qualify will 
be authorized a four month deferent 
from Selective Service pending selection 
and assignment to training.

Referring again to the large unexpended 
balance, the committee wishes to make it 
understood that approval of the appropria- 
tion request does not indicate approval of 
the contracting practices which resulted in 
the obligation of these funds so far in ad- 
vance of actual expenditure.

In this manner the mission assigned 
by the Secretary of Defense has become sec- 
ondary. As a result it is reported that there 
appears to be confusion at all levels of com- 
mand regarding what constitutes the primary 
mission of MATS.

The 
operation of a transport service under these 
conditions, cannot be anything but inefficient 
and it should be safe to say that the training 
offered, while perhaps contributing to flying 
proficiency, certainly leaves a lot to be de- 
sired as an example of administrative pro- 
ficiency, Such conditions cannot but promote 
laxity, uncertainty and unhealthy com- 
placency in the MATS organization. The only 
answer the committee can see to this situa- 
tion is to reestablish MATS as an air trans- 
port service, and to put the operation on an 
industrial fund basis comparable to the Mili- 
tary Sea Transport Service, so that the users 
of the Air Lift will be charged for the cost 
of the services. To keep the service on a 
business-like basis the operations should be 
constantly compared with commercial airline 
operations.

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Committee Recommendation 

The amount of $3,270,000,000 recommended 
for appropriation by the Committee is $290,- 
000,000 less than the January Budget request 
and $30,000,000 less than the revised amount 
presented to the Committee by the Dapart- 
ment. The reduction from the January Budg- 
et results largely from a revision in the esti- 
mated military force for fiscal year 1954 from 
1,044,456 man-years to 970,000 man-years and 
relates directly, of course, to the change in 
proposed wing strength to be activated by 30 
June 1954. The additional reduction of $30,- 
000,000 is made possible by a number of 
changes in pay and allowance, travel, sub- 
sistence and other items to bring the three 
services into line wherever possible and to 
effect other economies by a general improve- 
ment in the utilization of available manpow- 
er. This is a small reduction of less than one 
per cent compared to the total appropriation, 
but it should nevertheless serve to remind 
the Air Force that a check on little items is 
frequently a fruitful field for economies. That 
is particularly noteworthy when ft is recog- 
nized that the greater portion of this ap- 
propriation is based on fixed and/or uniform 
pay and allowance schedules which for es- 
timating purposes are merely applied to the 
number of man-years involved in each in- 
stance. Some of the items on which this re- 
duction is based are as follows: 

(a) The adoption of a raincoat similar in 
quality and price to the $5.60 coat used by 
the Army rather than the more expensive

Dependent Care Peril. In the face of new 
and disturbing reports of curtailed medical and 
dental care for military dependents, the Armed 
Forces are hopeful the report made by the De- 
fense Department’s Dependent Care Commission, 
headed by Dr. Harold G. Moulton, president 
emeritus of Brookings Institution, will reverse 
this morale-shattering trend. This Commission 
was created to formulate long-range recom- 
mendations concerning dependent care. 

Whatever the likely long-range ramifications of 
the study, military personnel are feeling the im- 
mediate lack of adequate care for their depen- 
dents at a number of installations. At Patrick 
AFB, Fila., base hospital officials have been forced 
to suspend dependent medical care because of the 
shortage of doctors. There is hope this traditional 
service to mikitary families can be resumed in 
the near future. At the Army’s huge Quarter- 
master Center, Ft. Lee, Va., pediatric care for 
children of Service personnel has been abandoned. 
Ft. Lee officials state “it is probable that de- 
pendent care will be cut even further in the near 
future.” 


The severe limitations in the current dependent 
care program, which a Senate Committee last 
year called “manifestly unfair,’”’ are pointed up 
in the Moulton Report and in newly released Con- 
gressional testimony which discloses that about 
40 per cent of Army dependents—and the esti- 
mates are believed comparable for the other Serv- 
ices—do not reside in areas where facilities for 
their care by the Armed Forces are available. 


THE JOURNAL warned several months ago that 
the reduction in the number of medical officers 
in the Armed Forces undoubtedly would mean 
further curtailments in dependent care. The 
Army, for example, will drop from a ratio of 3.5 
physicians per 1,000 strength to 3 per 1,000 in 
fiscal '54. What has happened at Patrick AFB 
and Ft. Lee dramatizes the threat to dependent 
care. 


R&D: A Curious Approach. The unfortunate 
remarks concerning Research and Development 
in the Armed Forces, which were made during 
budget testimony in the Senate, appear to have 
had their influence on the other side of Capitol 
Hill. In a document which at times severely tries 
logical reasoning, the House Appropriations 
Committee emphasizes that “research and de- 
velopment is probably the one thing that can keep 
us out in front in scientific and technical ‘know 
how’.” But at the same time the Committee rec- 
ommends a slash of $96,000,000 in R&D funds out 
of a total reduction of $1,337,422,500 in the re- 
vised budget estimates made after January by 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson. That the 
Committee responded to Mr. Wilson’s sharp dif- 
ferentiation between “pure” and “applied” re- 
search is evident in the report’s statement that 
R&D “is a type of activity which can easily get 
out of control to the extent that research is 
conducted only for the sake of research.” 

The Committee says that “many of the pro- 
grams within the Services have been and are out 
of control,” but notes also that there have been 
“continually increasing unexpended balances in 
this activity remaining at the end of each fiscal 
year since Korea.” This would indicate something 
other than the lack of control cited by the House 
group. 

In reporting the bill, the Committee cut the 
Army’s R&D funds by $25,000,000 from the 
amount asked by Secretary Wilson and $95,000,- 
000 below the ’53 appropriation. The Navy cut 
was $36,000,000 and the Air Force was reduced 
$35,000,000 from Mr. Wilson’s estimate, or $97,- 
000,000 less than was asked in the January or 
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Truman Administration Budget for this purpose. 

When Secretary Wilson testified before the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, he warned 
against reductions below those made in his revi- 
sion of the January Budget. Now, it remains to 


be seen how strong a fight, if any, the Pentagon 
will make in the Senate for restoration of the 
$1.3 billion cut and particularly the $96 million 
for research and development. The civilian lead- 
ers of the Defense Department and the members 
of Congress would do well to read the speech 
by Dr. William S. Carlson at the Air University 
who warns that adequate support of research-— 
he stressed aviation research—‘‘may be the key 
to our future welfare—and even survival.” 


Ground Soldiers Lose a Friend. In the sud- 
den passing of Col. Joseph I. Greene, USA-Ret., 
editor of the Combat Forces Journal, the nation 
has lost a keen student and interpreter of the 
complex problems of national defense, and the 
ground soldier — particularly in his own be 
loved Infantry—has lost a good and understand- 
ing friend. During his 15 years affiliation with the 
Infantry Association (now the Association of the 
U. S. Army after its merger with the Field Ar- 
tillery Association) Colonel Greene gained world- 
wide recognition in the military and journalistic 
fields which he integrated so effectively. It was 
characteristic of his energetic interest in the 
diminution of emphasis on any one branch of 
the Army and his desire to make known the prob- 
lems and achievements of all ground soldiers, not 
just the Infantry, that the last post Colonel 
Greene visited was the Artillery Center at Ft. 
Sill, Okla. From the time he entered the Army 
as an enlisted man in WWI, through his gradua- 
tion from West Point in 1923, his retirement for 
physical disability in 1946 and until the moment 
of his death, Colonel Greene served with great 
distinction the cause of national defense. 


READERS’ VIEWS 


Service Attractiveness 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


I have just read the letter con- 
cerning the attractiveness of an 
Army career, written by a Colonel 
and published in your 16 May issue 
of THE JOURNAL. 

I should like to take this oppor- 
tunity to congratulate the Colonel 
for stating the case of the Regular 
in such a straightforward and un- 
flinching manner, and to add a few 
pertinent remarks to that which has 
been well said. 

The problem of non-concurrent 
travel to non-combat areas is more 
far-reaching than just the desire to 
travel with our own wives and chil- 
dren. Not only does it create the fi- 
nancial hardship of maintaining two 
residences, it places an unwarranted 
burden on the Service wife who has 
to make such a long journey alone, 
often with small children. She also 
has to do many things on her own 
which require a certain amount of 
technical knowledge and a knowl- 
edge of service regulations. 

While in the military academies, 
universities and Officer Candidate 
Schools, the prospective officer is in- 
doctrinated with many high-sound- 
ing phrases as to his position in the 
community of people as an officer of 
the Army. When he reports to his 
duty station, he finds that this 
pseudo-exalted position had _ de- 
graded itself into an _ unfinished, 
bare-walled room about 10 feet 
square (if he is lucky enough to have 
a room to himself), with public 
toilet facilities, in a BOQ, for which 
he must forfeit his quarters allow- 
ance. 

If he is married, and quarters on 
the post are available, he is forced 
to forfeit an allowance for quarters, 
which in many cases far exceeds 
their value in rent and are below 
the standard that he and his family 
were accustomed to in civilian life. 
To state my own case: I lived as a 
captain with a wife and two chil- 
dren at Ft. Bliss, Tex. in three rooms 
in a building which was once a per- 
manent BOQ. This building was 


about 80 years old. For this apart- 
ment, I forfeited $90 per month. I’m 
sure many others have done the 
same. 

To these facts we can add the dif- 
ference in widows’ pay for the sur- 
vivors of Regular Officers compared 
with that provided for the widows 
of reservists. 

Another piece of preferential leg- 
islation is that which provides a uni- 
form allowance for the Reservist, 
both on and off active duty.

Survivor Bill Objections 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


Permit me to register two strong 
objections to the no-cost-to-govern- 
ment Retired Survivor bill. 

1. The no-cost plan would be fair 
if, and only if, retired pay were rea- 
sonably adequate, which it certain- 
ly is not. This may not be too serious 
for the young, or for the higher pay 
brackets. But consider retired Offi- 
cers in the lower pay grades and 
practically all enlisted retired who, 
through age or disability, have no 
earning power. 

Pay has increased 14% while the 
dollar was decreasing 47%, P.X. and 
Commissary privileges have lost 
their value, and in many cases med- 
ical attention has been denied de- 
pendents and brought financial 
tragedy. This latter group, the one 
most needing survivor protection, 
has been reduced to _ subsistence 
level. There simply is nothing left 
from their pay with which they 
could participate in the proposed 
plan. In all fairness, not to mention 
humanity, the government should 
contribute at least in part, to their 
premiums. 

2. I am no prophet, but Congress 
has been so consistent for so many 
years that its future actions must 
be judged by past performance. 
Therefore, if this bill passes, it will 
not be long before we hear the fol- 
lowing economy argument: “Now 
that all survivors of the retired have 
been adequately provided for in all

sired to participate, the Widows Pen- 
sions (those pitiful provisions of 
present law) are no longer a justi- 
fiable expense to the government.”

REGULAR ARMY MEpicaL OFFICE 
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SecDef’s “Pure Research” Views Challenged 


A Distinguished Scientist-Educator And Noted 


WWII Air Officer Hits “ Derisive Comment”: 
Warns Serious Consequences May Result 
From Lack of Basic Research Men. 


NE of the most important addresses 

delivered at any military installa- 
tion during recent months was made at 
the Air University, Maxwell AFB, Ala., on 
19 June by Dr. William S. Carlson, presi- 
dent of the State University of New 
York. A distinguished geologist, Arctic ex- 
plorer and weather expert, he was a key 
officer in the Plans Division at Air Force 
Headquarters during WWII, specializing 
in Arctic problems. 

Dr. Carlson chose the occasion of his 
commencement address to 944 graduates 
of the Air War College and the Air 
Command and Staff School to challenge 
the remarks recently made by Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson pertaining 
to “pure research.” It is recalled that Mr. 
Wilson, during hearings on the ’54 budget, 
told of cuts in funds for what he called 
“pure research.” He described pure re- 
search as research which, if successful, 
could not be of any possible use to those 
who put up the money for it and said 
“that that was what makes it pure.” 

Dr. Carlson, a colonel in the Reserve, 
takes strong issue with the Secretary of 
Defense. 

Here is the text of Dr. Carlson’s re- 
marks on the problems of research and 
aviation progress: 

“As a former member of the Air Force back 
in the days when—some of you will remem- 
ber and some won’t—it was the AAF, I offer 
you my heartiest congratulations. You have 
successfully completed a most difficult 
course, devised to insure your ability to meet 
the stringent tests which will be put to you 
under circumstances far more demanding 
than even the Air University has asked of 
you. 

“Surely the realization is generally—al- 
most unanimously—abroad in this country 
that our destiny, our survival, rests largely 
with the Air Force and how well it does its 
task under the command of you and your 
fellow-officers."’ 

Back-Stopping Lack 

“But, unfortunately, appreciation is not 
always accompanied by the kind of support 
which is the due of the man who is carry- 
ing the burden. As a nation, I am afraid, we 
are far from providing the kind of back- 
stopping which you might desire. This lack 
manifests itself in many ways—some large. 
some small. For instance, the entire Ameri- 
can aviation industry—including, of course. 
the military portion of it—is dependent upon 
scientists and engineers to keep our air 
power equal to that of any nation. Yet the 
National Science Foundation warns that the 
critical shortage of scientists in the United 
States can be expected to grow worse in the 
next few years. We are still on the down- 
grade in the production of engineers and 
scientists in our colleges, and the trend is 
going to continue for a while. 

‘By 1955, our colleges will turn out only 
15,000 engineers—while the Soviet Union will 
turn out 50,000. Meanwhile, too many of the 
engineers who were graduated back in 1950 
~a peak year—have not seen their way clear 
to continue advanced studies, so that we are 
going to fall farther and farther short of 
really top-flight men. This is an item of na- 
tional concern—but we don't seem able to do 
anything about it, as yet. 

‘There is a corresponding shortage of sci- 
entists being trained to do the basic research 
upon which so much of the applied scientific 
advances rests. As the National Research 
foundation termed it, this basic research 
should be ‘a defense in depth which is es- 
sential to establishment and maintenance of 
technological supremacy.’ But we aren't 
Setting the basic research men—and some 
day that may have very serious consequences 
for the men of the Air Force.”’ 

Hits Derisive Comment 

Surely the attitude of some of our lead- 
ership in Washington is not conducive to 
correcting this situation. I have reference 
‘o the derisive comment about ‘pure re- 
search’ made by one of our top officials testi- 
‘ying before a Congressional committee. 
Who and by what method does he think we 
discovered our most potent weapon—the 
atomic bomb? Or the proximity fuse? Or 
micro-wave radar? Wasn't it also the much 
maligned myopic professor of physics who 
showed us how to achieve supersonic speeds? 
And it is he, utlizing the results of basic 
research, working in his laboratory, who will 
Suide us into the hypersonic regions. 
ne The demands of our military have been, 
ps Mme large, the determining factors in 
pa ation research. This type of research is 
“a. but it should not be measured 
all » Basal rnin of dollars and cents. We are 
toe ciaries. Adequate support of avia- 

research may be the key to our future 


welfare—and even survival. The aviation in- 
dustry will build its first supersonic plane 
for the military—and it had better be ours! 
We need to remind ourselves that some of 
the German scientists who won prestige for 
research in aerodynamics before World War 
II, are on the other side of the Iron Curtain. 

“So, I would argue that government does 
have responsibility for basic as well as ap- 
plied research. 

Truth And The Assembly Line 


“Further, I would suggest that a govern- 
ment can afford—and should afford—to meas- 
ure fundamental research activities in terms, 
not of years or even decades, but of a human 
lifetime. The spirit of the search for truth 
is destroyed by harnessing it to an assembly 
line. It must not be obliged to push aside 
interesting sideline investigations, In a word, 
fundamental research is not limited by pro- 
duction schedules. This means, among other 
things, that fundamental research is flexible. 
In a given situation it can be modified and 
adapted to changing needs. 

“IT am not for a moment minimizing the 
importance of applied or so-called practical 
research, or its pressing need under the im- 
pact of the cold war. I also recognize that 
scientific pioneering is, in large measure, the 
responsibility of universities. Please do not 
misunderstand me. I do not assert that 
worthwhile discoveries have not come from 
industrial laboratories. They have. But I do 
assert that in most of those laboratories em- 
phasis is often necessarily placed upon rela- 
tively short-term investments.’’ 

Budgetary Fiats Cited 

“This is also true of research financed by 
government. There is, I fear, a tendency to 
expect the research scientist to arrive at 
definitive conclusions in a specified time. 
Budgetary fiats too often limit long range 
investigations, 

“To be sure, government officials who are 
responsible for public funds must report re- 
sults obtained from money expended. Per- 
haps this is what worries responsible leaders 
in Washington. However, a thorough under- 
standing of the true nature of fundamental 
research may well encourage investigations 
that only government can afford. 

“I have been speaking of interest in re- 
search, particularly as it applies to aviation. 
I regret to add that our schools and colleges 
continue to be remiss in what should be 
normal attention to the progress of the avia- 
tion industry. This is an industry which is 
outstripping all others throughout the 
reaches of history. None other has ever 
made so much progress in so few years, nor 
so vitally affected world economy. But the 
schools and colleges have chosen to neglect 
the important part which aviation is playing 
in national and global strategy and economy. 
There is a vast gap in knowledge between 
you men who have made the Air Force your 
profession, and almost the entire balance of 
the country’s citizens. 

Happy-Go-Lucky Policy 

“These items I mention as national short- 
comings, unfortunate ways in which we, as 
a people, are not living up to the sacrifices 
we expect of men in uniform. But I fear 
that they must be marked up to the debit 
side of a free life in a free land. Perhaps 
part of the difficulty rests in the belief, to 
which so many of us cling, that ‘free’ in- 
evitably means ‘no cost.’ We have refrained, 
so far, from pressing young men and women 
into service as engineers, or chemists, or 
perhaps some of the supporting jobs in avia- 
tion, for example. This remains true even 
though we do find it necessary to draft young 
men into uniformed service. We are willing 
to draft for the short-term objective—but 
not for the long haul. 

‘Perhaps there is a logical explanation to 
this, but I doubt it. Until we decide to take 
this further step, we must make up our minds 
to hazard the chances with our happy-go- 
lucky policy.”’

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ROK Divisions Key Question 


HE obduracy of President Syngman Rhee of Korea continues to block the most 

earnest American and United Nations efforts to effect an armistice in that un- 
happy land as this is written. His effort to commit the United States to further 
warfare to effect unification of all Korea, and within 90 days, is unacceptable. 
Nobody in Washington sees how either the military steps taken by General Mark 
W. Clark nor the diplomatic suggestions of Assistant Secretary of State Walter 
Robertson, a most persuasive “old China hand,” can compel the ancient Dr. Rhee 
to do what he has declared he will not do. For that matter, Rhee has felt free in 
his Oriental manner to place under arrest the secretary-general of the opposition 
party, Chough Yong Ok, and bar him from communication, without stating the 
charges; the sufficient fact is that Chough publicly warned Dr. Rhee that defying 
the United Nations was an act of “national suicide,” and Dr. Rhee does not respond 
to criticism in the American manner, and never has. 

General Clark has indicated a perfect readiness to proceed with negotiations 
independent of Dr. Rhee, but the Reds, aware of the extreme embarrassment the 
situation causes the United Nations, again are playing coy and delaying their 
response to that proposal. The important and immediate question remains that of 
the reliability of the ROK divisions. Dr. Rhee’s ultimate recognition of reality is 
not quite so urgent, for, after all, the armistice negotiations have been going on 
for two years already, and the Reds’ eagerness to drag them out should occasion 
no surprise. But the future behavior of the trained and equipped ROK units is a 
matter of more than diplomatic importance. 


CANCELLATION of the proposed Berumda conference of the Big Three, neces- 
sitated by Sir Winston Churchill's illness, is on other counts not unwelcome. (The 
“informal” 3-power meeting in Washington, at the foreign ministers’ level, will 
deal with lesser issues.) For 8 July (the date set after two earlier postponements by 
reason of France’s prolonged political fatigue) proves to be too early for a satis- 
factory discussion of certain world affairs. The meeting had been planned at a time 
when Sir Winston in particular favored a setting-up of Russian conversations, and 
also when the Korean armistice seemed to be moving smoothly toward success. 
Since those preliminary chats were held, however, Russia’s diplomatic advantages 
have been badly shaken by the East German uprisings, and the need for talking 
with the Big Bad Bear is somewhat less than it seemed a month ago. And the 
disturbing interruption to the Korean truce-talks eliminates the prospect of a 
stable condition in that area by 8 July. Further, the Indo-China situation is almost 
equally obscure by reason of the unanticipated upset in Cambodia as well as the 
uncertainty of France’s own Far East policy under an oddly contrived coalition 
government at Paris. The illness of Sir Winston is distressing to countless Ameri- 
cans as well as to his own people, but the postponement of the Bermuda meeting 
is bearable. 


AFTER SEVEN ATTEMPTS, France has produced a new premier and had 
him accepted by a handsome if temporary parliamentary majority of 386-212. Even 
so, one is tempted to caution “Don’t look now,” for the new cabinet includes repre- 
sentatives of seven parties, which means that it is very much of a compromise 
and that, for that very reason, any truly bold policy is likely to provoke a new 
collapse. Joseph Laniel, a right-wing Independent of considerable wealth, has long 
been in politics but on a modest scale. He is conservative, but the 22-man cabinet 
has a young Radical (Edgar Faure) as finance minister, plus three ex-Gaullists 
(their acceptance of office angered General deGaulle so much that he fired them 
from the party), plus such sturdy veterans as Reynaud and Bidault and Pleven. 
Two notable reforms are made—the Indo-China ministry has been dropped alto- 
gether, and that region’s troubled affairs now will become the attention of an 
undersecretary immediately responsible to the foreign minister; and a “little 
cabinet” of ten members is designated to expedite actions which do not actually 
call for participation by all 22 of the main cabinet. Friends of M. Pinay, who did 
his best to get France’s tax system reformed last spring, are conspicuously omitted 
from M. Laniel’s cabinet, which seems to indicate that France’s numerous nontax- 
payers have nothing to fear right away. It is too early to offer any predictions on 
France’s role in western defense, but the inclusion of Gaullists (particularly in 
view of deGaulle’s repudiation of them) offers little encouragement to hopes for 
early and favorable settlement of the European Army issue. 


ADMIRAL ROBERT B. CARNEY, making his farewells to various command 
posts in the great Southern Sector of Europe which he is shortly to yield to Admiral 
William M. Fechteler, has publicly noted with enthusiasm the development of forces 
in Italy, Greece, and Turkey during the past year. To Admiral Carney’s own respon- 
sibility for much of this General Ridgway pays hearty tribute. In all three nations 
there has been a lively spirit of betterment at home plus full coordination with 
the NATO command, and it is a still-improving command which Admiral Carney 
will turn over to Admiral Fechteler before coming to Washington as Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

THE ILLNESS of Prime Minister Churchill, now 78, is so likely to be prolonged 
that profound interest is expressed in the qualities of his acting substitute, Richard 
A. Butler, Chancellor of the Exchequer—the normal second-in-line, Foreign Min- 
ister Anthony Eden, himself being still convalescent from a surgical operation. 
Butler is no novice, having served in like emergency last fall when Churchill and 
Eden were out of the country. India-born, he won high academic honors at Cam- 
bridge, and entered public life early. He now is 50 and the unquestioned economic 
boss of Britain. In 1951 he won acclaim by cutting government expenditures and 
restricting credit so as to block inflation; in 1952 he won acclaim from stiM more 
people by making the first cut in Britain’s income tax since the beginning of World 
War II, a selective cut in the sales tax, and another in the entertainment tax; by 
his own means he has undertaken to get more consumer goods in reach of more 
people and thereby increase goods-production at the same time he is raising the 
living standard. He is not glamorous as Sir Winston is, but he knows his way 
around in politics as well as finance. 


LATVIA’s Red regime is currently under discipline for failure to meet Mos- 
cows’ standards for satellite behavior. It is in much the style of discipline lately 
meted out to the local Red authorities in Lithuania, Georgia and the Ukraine. The 
list of offenses includes Latvia’s failure to develop production from the collective 
farming groups. This is significant, as a Moscow effort to explain in advance the 
crop shortage which is expecied this year in many of the satellite countries besides 
Latvia and, most important, in East Germany.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Officer Promotion Peril—Defense officials early this week expressed immediate 
concern over promotion prospects for officers in the Armed Forces when the report 
of the House Appropriations Committee was made public. Steps were taken to seek 
relief from the tough language of the fiscal ’54 version of the Davis Amendment which 
created so much difficulty in the ’53 funds bill. At one time during fiscal ’53, there 
was a danger of 5000 officer demotions in the Navy. 

The new rider, Section 631 of the ’54 bill, utilizes numerical ceilings for each 
rank of the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. These figures were supplied 
by the Services in response to a request from the Committee. 

But—and this is the critical factor—the Services were under the impression 
that the figures they supplied would be a year-end limitation. This would mean 
that the ceilings would have to be met as of 30 June 1954, with normal budget 
limitations otherwise restricting promotions throughout the year. 

The Committee, however, reported out a rider which asked that the ceilings 
be imposed immediately and remain in effect through the year. The amendment said: 

“During the fiscal year 1954, no funds appropriated by this Act shall be used for 
the pay, ccmpensation, or allowances of commissioned officer personnel on active 
duty in the Armed Forces (excluding Reserve officers on active duty training or 
Reserve officers and Retired officers ordered to active duty for periods of 30 days or 
less) in excess of the following numbers in each grade: Air Marine

(b) “Vacancies within the allowances prescribed by subsection (a) of this sec- 
tion for any grade may be assigned to any lower grade or grades.” 

At the Pentagon, it was reported that if the Committee’s version should go 
unchanged, the Air Force would be confronted with the possibility of having to 
demote several hundred majors. 

As written by the Committee, the amendment would require a daily monitoring 
of officer strengths to insure that the Services did not break the law. 

As THE JOURNAL went to press, efforts were being made on Capitol Hill to ease 
the terms of the promotion rider. 


President Stresses Support For Budget—President Dwight D. Eisenhower this 
week gave public support to the cut in defense appropriations recommended by the 
House Appropriations Committee. The Chief Executive made his views known in 
a letter to Reresentative Errett Scrivner (R-Kans.), chairman of the military appro- 
priations subcommittee, who read the President’s communication at the beginning 
of House debate on the measure. 

Here is what the President wrote to Representative Scrivner: 

“Your letter concerning the Defense Budget afforded me about the only remain- 
ing medium—correspondence—by which to reiterate publicly that this budget repre- 
sents my own views and bears my personal endorsement in all major particulars. 
As you know, I have attempted previously to make this clear on radio and television 
programs and in press conferences in the White House. 

“The force levels—Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine Corps—and the total 
sums requested for expenditure and obligation have been carefully considered by 
the National Security Council in meetings over which I have presided. In addition. 
and during the same three month period in which the budget was evolved under the 
aegis of the council, I met frequently with the Secretary of Defense and his deputy. 
discussing in detail fundamental defense programs, including budgetary matters 
and force goals. I am, therefore, fully conversant with the budget you have under 
consideration. 

“I recognize that in these times of international strain, and of enormously 
destructive weapons there is a powerful tendency for some of us in and out of the 
services, to seek after total or at least disproportionate military protection and to 
ignore the certainty that total military protection is unattainable. Indeed, the attempt 
to achieve it, sustained over an appreciable time would demand a state of prolonged 
and total mobilization—which means. practically, regimentation. There is also the 
ever-present struggle, with which all of us are familiar, of service partisans for a 
larger proportion of the defense dollar—an issue that is never resolved to the full 
satisfaction of any service. 

“These attitudes among others, find expression in the current effort to pile 
dollars upon expended dollars in Air Force appropriations. Actually, the major portion 
of the Air Force reduction is simply application of rationality to requests for new 
appropriations so that previous over-funding of Air Force requirements can be elimi- 
nated. Through better programming and organization, resulting in part from the 
recent Congressional approval of the Defense Reorganization Plan, we will attain 
more combat air power more swiftly than would otherwise have been likely of 
achievement. 

“I should like to reemphasize that our plan for national security in contrast to 
earlier programs, envisages a long-range undertaking capable of continuing national 
support. It seeks to avoid the exceedingly costly, demoralizing, short-range effort 
premised upon an imaginary date of maximum danger and incapable of being sus- 
tained for a prolonged period. It will provide us with solid military force based on a 
dynamic economy, both capable of rapid expansion in an emergency. 

“I hope you can make it clear that the present program is neither static nor an 
end goal in itself, nor should any program of this nature be permitted to crystalize. 
The new Joint Chiefs of Staff are soon to examine our entire program with meticu- 
lous care and will submit their recommendations as promptly as possible. Any needed 
modifications can and will be accomplished without impairment of any essential of 
our strength or delay in attainment of desired force levels. 

“To repeat—I have studied this budget thoroughly and am in full accord with 
it, recognizing of course that your committee’s detailed analysis of the budget pres- 
entation may reveal some areas where further reductions may be made without 
impairment of the force goals and over-all defense objectives.” 








-.--The Army is considering redesignating its 
SEPARATION CENTERS in a semantic effort to drive 
home the fact that most men leaving active service 
retain an obligation to serve in the Reserve. Under 
study is a plan to call these facilities TRANSFER 
CENTERS instead. This, it is said, would emphasize 
to draftees completing their TWO-YEAR TOURS that 
they still have a 6-year Reserve requirement. As 
disclosed previously, thought is being given also 
to a plan which would permit men to fulfill this 
obligation in THREE YEARS, provided they serve sat- 
isfactorily with a unit. Meantime, enlisted strength 
in many Reserve units is far below MINIMUM REQUIRE- 
MENTS. Unless something is done about it, deactiva- 
tions are likely beginning this fall. 














...-The Defense Secretary is asked in the '54 
Appropriations Bill, as reported to the House, to 
submit by 1 Jan. 1954 revised TABLES OF ORGANIZA- 
TION AND EQUIPMENT for all the Services. Congress 
made the same request last year, but DID NOT RECEIVE 
the desired information. It can be expected there 
will be no more year-long delays in face of this 
second request. 











..-One rider in the '54 funds bill which has 
Pentagon support would deny FOREIGN DUTY ALLOWANCES 
to personnel serving in a Territory or possession 
of the U. S. in which they are resident. Most promi- 
nently cited example is the hundreds of PUERTO 
RICAN servicemen who have been drawing foreign pay 
although stationed in Puerto Rico. Some enlisted 
men have been receiving more pay than college pro- 
fessors in Puerto Rico. 








..-Air Force personnel were LESS THAN ENTHUSEL 
over the absence from General Vandenberg's retire- 
ment parade of Defense Sec’y. Charles E. Wilson (out 
of town on vacation) and Deputy Secretary Roger M. 
Kyes (busy with other duties). The date for the 
RETIREMENT CEREMONIES was set long ago. 


..-Although the House Appropriations Committee 
indicated approval for the PROPOSED EM ISSUE UNIFORM 
of dark green coat and "pinks", the chances are that 
final action will not be taken until General Ridgway 
takes over as CofS. The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee has yet to give its endorsement. In the 
House, committee members were not enthusiastic over 
the suggested OPTIONAL BLUE DRESS uniform at the 
present time. Army officials said it would take 
about 18 months to introduce the new issue uniform 
after a green light signal. The EISENHOWER JACKET 
would be eliminated. 


..-Civilian defense officials who have not kept 
secret their desires to have MILITARY PERSONNEL 
restricted from duty as comptrollers, budget offi- 
cers and purchasing officers have gained ground in 
Congress. The House Appropriations Committee said 
**SERIOUS THOUGHT'’ should be given restricting mili- 
tary personnel in such assignments. 























..-Coincidental with the foregoing item, there 
are reports that the Defense Dept. currently is 
quietly probing the possibility of restricting 
activities of the JUDGE ADVOCATES GENERAL of the 
Armed Forces. Some officials have indicated that 
MILITARY LAWYERS should confine their activities 
exclusively to military justice cases. This, if 
pressed, could become a hot-potato item. It’s note- 
worthy that the DEFENSE REORGANIZATION boosts the 
stature of the Defense Dept. General Counsel. He'll 
receive the pay of an Asst. Sec'y.

Col. Joseph I. Greene, USA-Ret. 


Col. Joseph I. Greene, USA-Ret., 55, one 
of the Nation’s outstanding military af- 
fairs editors and well-known throughout 
the Armed Services, suffered a fatal heart 
attack on 25 June in Newark, N, J., where 
he had gone to visit a specialist whom he 
saw regularly for treatment of arthritis. 

A retired Infantry officer, Colonel Greene 
was Editor-General Manager of ‘‘Combat 
Forces Journal’’ and Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation of the U. S. Army. 

He died while on a business trip that had 
taken him to Ft, Sill, Okla., and to New 
York. 


Funeral services were held at the Ft. Myer 
Va., Chapel 29 June, with burial in Arlington 
Cemetery. 

Pallbearers at Colonel Greene's funeral 
were: Maj. Gen. Carter B. Magruder, USA: 
Maj. Gen. George C. Stewart, USA; Maj. 
Gen. James C. Fry, USA; Brig. Gen. K. F.

Colonel Greene had been editor of ‘‘Combat 
Forces Journal’’ since it began publication 
in 1950 when the ‘Infantry Journal"’ and 
“Field Artillery Journal’’ were merged. He 
had been editor of ‘‘Infantry Journal’’ since 
1940 and had been associate editor for two 
years before that. 

As an editor he made the “Infantry Jour- 
nal’’ and ‘‘Combat Forces Journal’ oustand- 
ing military publications. His associates knew 
Colonel Greene as a staunch supporter of 
the Army as a whole. He believed emphasis 
on branch distinctions were harmful to the 
mission of the Army. The merger of the 
Infantry and Artillery magazines was a con- 
crete result of his continuous campaign for 
a lessening of the traditional emphasis on 
“‘branch”’ in the Army, it is related. 

An Association statement reporting his sud- 
den death said: 

“He had a continuing interest in books 
and book publishing and during the Second 
World War he made the ‘Infantry Journal’ 
one of the largest publishers of military books 
in the world. Thousands of paper-covered 
‘Fighting Forces’ books, published by ‘Infan- 
try Journal,’ found their way to soldiers 
and sailors stationed in all parts of the globe. 
Since the end of the war he has been active 
in the State Department's overseas libraries, 
serving as a consultant and reviewer of books 
selected for overseas publication and for U. S. 
libraries in foreign cities, He had close and 
abiding relationships with many American 
publishers and authors.”’ 

Colonel Greene was born at Watertown, 
N. Y., 11 Dec. 1897 and lived there and in 
Daytona, Fla., until he entered the Army as 
an enlisted man during World War I. While 
in the service, he received an appointment to 
the U. S. Military Academy at West Point and 
was graduated in 1923. 

During his active service he served in the 
Philippines, China and Panama as well as at 
several posts in the U. S. He attended the 
Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga., and the 
Command and General Staff College, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans, 

He retired from active Army duty in 196 
but continued as Editor and General Manager 
of ‘‘Infantry Journal’’ and ‘‘Combat Forces 
Journal.”’

Company, and 117th Transportation 
Truck Company. These units were imme-~ 
diately integrated into the intensive 
preparations being made to receive the 
frst tank units scheduled to arrive at 
Irwin in early July for training. 

During early June, 1951, the 325th Tank 
Battalion, which had been selected by 
OCAFF as the unit to perform as the in- 
structor organization at ACTA, closed into 
Camp Irwin from Camp Pickett, Virginia, 
and together with the Group staff went 
immediately to work on laying out of tank 
gunnery ranges, and areas suitable for the 
execution of the various combat service 
firing exercises for tank platoons, compa- 
nies and battalions; preparation of lesson 
plans, training aids and instructional ma- 
terial, and functional re-organization of 
the battalion for its instructional mission. 


Additional troop units which were sub- 
sequently assigned to Camp Irwin during 
1952 to assist in the performance of its 
mission were: 93d Army Band and 923d 
Ordnance Heavy Automotive Mainte- 
nance Company. Also in May 1952, Hq. & 
Hq. Company, 46th Ordnance Group ar- 
rived at Irwin to coordinate the opera- 
tions of the two resident Ordnance com- 
panies, This organization was replaced by 
Hq. and Hq. Detachment, 2d Ordnance 
Battalion on its return from Europe in 
April of this year. 

In order to effect maximum utilization 
of area, facilities, and equipment, OCAFF 
decided to schedule battalions into ACTA 
three weeks apart to engage in a six week 
program. Thus, two battalions would be 
undergoing training at any one time, due 
to the scheduling overlap. For purposes 
of control, effective administration and 
supervision regimental tank companies 
were to be organized as provisional bat- 
talions prior to departure from home 
stations. 


First Units Arrive 


The first units to arrive at ACTA to 
undergo the program in July 1951 were 
the tank elements of the 43d Infantry 
Division, followed immediately by those 
of the 28th Infantry Division. As both 
these divisions were scheduled for de- 
ployment to Europe in 1951 the training 
needs of their Armor units were of the 
highest priority. 

For the most part, the plans made for 
the operation of ACTA materialized as 
envisioned, although major obstacles in 
terms of inadequate facilities, equipment 
shortages and conversions, maintenance 
and supply problems, rapid turnover and 
shortages of instructors and other operat- 
ing personnel had to be overcome in 
stride, as well as such factors as complete 
lack of family housing for assigned per- 
sonnel, desert climatic conditions, and the 
necessity for continuous revision and 
overhauling of the various segments of 
the training program in order to achieve 
a high standard of training. Several in- 
terruptions of the planned flow of bat- 
talions into ACTA occurred subsequent to 
initiation of operations in July 1951. 
These were occasioned by special opera- 
tions which OCAFF desired, or by the 
fact that battalions had not reached an 
appropriate level of training to enable 
them to assimilate the advanced nature 
of the program and their movement into 
ACTA was thus delayed. 


Training For Marines 


However, from July 1951 to December 
1952, a total of sixteen tank battalions 
(including four provisional battalions) 
earwent the training program at Camp 
Twin. Additionally, special tank gunnery 
Py equipment training was conducted 
or five provisional units of various Ar- 
Mor organizations, including a cadre ele- 
ment of the 3d Marine Tank Battalion, 
2d Marine Division.

logistical support for the AAA battalions 
of the Western Army Anti-aircraft Artil- 
lery Command and the summer training 
camps of California and Nevada National 
Guard and USAR anti-aircrft and other 
units in both 1951 and 1952. These facili- 
ties were also made available to various 
artillery elements of the Fleet Marine 
Forces, USMC, during the latter part of 
1951. 

As previously mentioned, several inter- 
ruptions or changes of the normal sched- 
uling of Armor units into Irwin occurred 
in 1952. The first break in the flow of 
troops was occasioned by the Leaflet II 
troop test conducted from May to July 
1952. Due to the nature and extent of the 
operations involved in this test, full-scale 
battalion training could not be conducted 
concurrently, and therefore only small 
provisional units were sent to Irwin for 
special M-47 Tank Gunnery training on 
the gunnery ranges during this period. 

At the completion of the Leaflet II 
test, the Armor training program was re- 
initiated in August 1952, and converted 
from the M-46 Tanks previously used, to 
the M-47 with the T-41 stereo Range 
Finder and new AN series radio equip- 
ment installed. Due to the additional 
training problems posed by the range 
finder and new signal equipment, it be- 
came necessary to temporarily increase 
the length of the program from six to 
eight weeks with a battalion incoming 
each four weeks rather than at three week 
intervals for the balance of 1952. How- 
ever, by the end of 1952, as short-cuts in 
training on the new equipment were de- 
veloped and more M-47 Tanks became 
available the program was re-tailored to 
a six week basis again in preparation for 
training operations during 1953. The ulti- 
mate form of the program for a typical 
battalion is: 


Four Phases 


Phase I—Individual Tank Crewmen 
Training: (2 weeks): During this phase 
each member of the tank crews of the 
battalion fires the main armament tables 
of the gunner’s qualification course, ad- 
vanced tank gunnery problems under 
both day and night conditions and re- 
ceives concurrent instruction in range 
finder operation, intermediate tank driv- 
ing, communications and crew mainte- 
nance. 

Phase II—-Tank Crew Proficiency Train- 
ing: (1 week): In this phase, each as- 
signed tank crew trains in the develop- 
ment of crew coordination and teamwork 
through performing a basic crew coordi- 
nation exercise, advanced crew coordina- 
tion exercise, crew combat gunnery exer- 
cises (direct fire and tank in defilade), 
and finally going through the Tank Crew 
Proficiency Course. 


Phase III—Tank Platoon Training: (1% 
weeks): During this phase each platoon 
of a battalion undergoes the following 
combat service firing problems: infantry- 
tank team attack of defended terrain fea- 
ture; infantry-tank team delaying action; 
infantry-tank team night attack; tank 
platoon in support of infantry attack by 
overwatching fire; tank platoon as point 
of advance guard; and tank versus tank 
combat exercises. All problems except 
tank versus tank utilize all weapons of 
the tanks under conditions as close to 
combat as possible. 


In the infantry-tank team problems, 
the tank platoon is represented as at- 
tached to an infantry company, and if 
accompanying infantry is present, it rep- 
resents the infantry element in the prob- 
lem. In the tank versus tank exercise, the 
coaxial machine gun is utilized in spe- 
cially modified tanks to simulate the fire 
of the tank main gun as offensive and 
defensive elements maneuver and fire 
against each other. Hits can be readily 
determined by assistant instructors rid- 
ing inside the turret of each buttoned-up 
tank, and by the splash of .30 caliber 
tracer against the armor. Concurrent 
with the above training, each platoon 
also receives training in advanced field 
expedients for disabled tanks, capabilities 
and employment of Army Aircraft, opera- 
tion of tank main armament flame-throw- 
ers, adjustment of artillery fire by tank 
crewmen, and infra-red tank driving and 
gunnery techniques, 





Phase 1V-—Tank Company 
talion Training: (1% weeks): During this 
phase each tank company (reinforced) 
performs a one-day combat service firing 
exercise involving an attack, retrograde 
movement and defense of a position. After 
each company has executed this exercise, 
the entire battalion is then assembled 
and performs a two-day battalion combat 
firing exercise which includes an attack, 
seizure, organization and defense of an 
objective deep in enemy territory and the 
execution of counter-attack plans. During 
the attack phase of the exercise actual 
fighter-bomber cooperation is provided by 
Tactical Air Command elements from 
George Air Force Base, and all support- 
ing arms are played in the exercise. 

At the conclusion of Phase IV, the bat- 
talion returns all equipment to its as- 
signed location, performs maintenance 
upon it and departs for its home station. 


This training described is organized on 
a huge “County Fair” basis; that is, tanks, 
equipment, and instructors of the 325th 
Tank Battalion are deployed to the vari- 
ous ranges and training areas which lie 
in a rough circle about the post proper, 
and troops undergoing training pass 
through each range and area assigned to 
the respective training phase in an “as- 
sembly line” fashion. As one battalion 
completes Phase II (end of third week) 
and enters Phase III, a second battalion 
arrives and enters the program at Phase 


Field Maintenance 

In order to keep maximum quantities 
of tanks operational and available the 
majority of field maintenance operations 
are performed on site in the field to the 
greatest extent possible, as distances 
from ranges and training areas to the post 
proper are as great as twenty miles. Only 
those tanks with major higher echelon 
breakdowns are evacuated to post shops. 


In early 1952, with the increasing value 
and importance of Camp Irwin as an 
Armor training and testing facility hav- 
ing become increasingly evident, Brig. 
Gen. John C. Macdonald, USA, was as- 
signed to command of Camp Irwin, Gen- 
eral Macdonald had been the war-time 
eommander of the famed 4th Cavalry 
Group (Mechanized) in the ETO ané prior 
to coming to Irwin, had served four years 
as Chief of Staff of The Armored Center, 
Fort Knox, Kentucky. Shortly after his 
arrival, ACTA was redesignated as 
The Armored Combat Training Center 
(TACTC). Colonel Kaiser, who prior to 
that time had performed dual functions 
as both Commanding Officer ACTA and 
the 16th Armored Group, assumed the 
duties of Deputy Commander TACTC and 
as Commanding Officer of the 16th Group 
exercised direct command supervision 
over the Armor activities of TACTC for 
the Commanding General. 


Staff personnel of both 16th Group and 
the 6019th ASU were integrated func- 
tionally into a general and special staff 
organization charged with overall plan- 
ning, coordination and supervision of the 
now widely-varied operations of TACTC, 
and the development and construction 
programs which had been formulated to 
overcome the lack of adequate admin- 
istrative and maintenance installations, 
troop and family housing, and training 
facilities for both the Armor program, 
AAA and summer camp activities. 

During General Macdonald’s tour of 
duty at TACTC, through his wealth of 
combat experience, intimate knowledge 
of Armor training problems and the com- 
plexities of installation development, he 
brought the Armor training program toa 
high peak of effectiveness and laid the 
groundwork for the installation develop- 
ment and construction programs now in 
progress at this station. During his period 
of command, TACTC was visited by nu- 
merous important officials, including the 
Chief of Staff, U. S. Army, and then 
Secretary of the Army, Mr. Frank Pace. 


So impressed was Mr. Pace with the 
training opportunities and accomplish- 
ments of TACTC that he directed Camp 
Irwin’s activities be included in the an- 
nual documentary film “Report to the 
Army.” As a result, motion picture units 
of the Signal Corps and Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox, under supervision of the Office, 
Chief of Information, Department of the 


Army, arrived at TACTC in October 1952 | 
| and filmed in its entirety the battalion 


combat service firing exercise executed by 


and Bat- | 
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the 76th Tank Battalion, 11th Airborne 
Division. This film, done in both black- 
and-white and color, will provide an ac- 
curate and vivid portrayal of the culmi- 
nation of a typical battalion’s training 
program at TACTC and will also depict 
the tremendous striking power of a mod- 
ern tank battalion in action. 

Shortly after completion of this film, 
in November 1952, General Macdonald de- 
parted TACTC for a new assignment to 
the Joint U. S, Military Assistance Ad- 
visory Group to Nationalist China on 
Formosa, effecting a change of positions 
with the writer, who was assigned to 
command of Camp Irwin. In the interim 
between General Macdonald’s departure 
from Irwin and the writer’s arrival in 
December 1952, Colonel Kaiser again as- 
sumed command of TACTC. 


Prior to General Macdonald’s depar- 
ture, the development programs for Camp 
Irwin began to materialize in the form 
of actual construction of new barracks, 
maintenance facilities, warehouses, trail- 
er courts and the location of 200 Public 
Housing Authority temporary family 
housing units of two and three bedroom 
size on the post was approved. By mid- 
December 1952, additional construction of 
a new service club and various other 
facilities was approved, and the possi- 
bility of construction of realistic target 
facilities in the various combat service 
firing exercise areas began to firm up. 
These facilities were planned within the 
tactical concept of each combat service 
firing exercise and consist of various 
moving tank target arrangements, pop-up 
installations representing enemy infan- 
try and anti-tank guns, and include the 
necessary personnel shelters to protect 
operating personnel from 90-mm gun fire. 
The objective of these facilities is to 
bring the maximum realism to these ex- 
ercises by providing suitable simulated 
battlefield targets to troops undergoing 
these exercises. As of this writing, it now 
appears that construction of these facili- 
ties will commence about 1 September of 
this year. 

Temporary Suspension 

The realization of these various devel- 
opment programs, together with the re- 
organization and retraining of Armor 
units of the General Reserve throughout 
the U.S. in early 1953, led to a high-level 
decision to temporarily suspend the Ar- 
mor training program at Camp Irwin, 
subsequent to the completion of the train- 
ing program of the 137th Tank Battalion, 
37th Division in December 1952. Thus, 
during the first half of 1953, the efforts 
of TACTC and its troops have been de- 
voted to bringing all equipment to a high 
state of operational readiness in prepara- 
tion. for resumption of program opera- 
tions, continued training of personnel of 
resident units and normal garrison opera- 
tions. 

The staff has been engaged in continued 
polishing and bringing up-to-date of the 
various units of instruction and training 
that make up the Armor program, plan- 
ning for implementation of various test 
operations scheduled by OCAFF at 
Camp Irwin during the balance of the 
year, and preparing for the large civilian 
component camps scheduled for this sum- 
mer. In addition to the National Guard 
and USAR AAA training to be supported 
as in the past, TACTC will also be the 
training site this year for USAR Armer 
units from Arizona, as well as a USAR 
general hospital unit from that state. 

In mid-1953, this command can review 
its past accomplishments with justifiable 
pride, Even more so, it looks forward to 
the future with confidence and determi- 
nation that it will continue to success- 
fully fulfill a major role in the overall 
scheme of National Defense through aid- 
ing in the development and training of 
Armor by the intensive, practical appli- 
cation of the doctrine of firepower, mobil- 
ity and shock that characterize the arm, 
under conditions as close to those of the 
battlefield as can be devised. 

As the power and range of the tanks 
produced by the genius of American in- 
dustry increase, Camp Irwin will continue 
to be the ideal place for testing these 
new weapons under field conditions and 
training the tank units of our Army in 
their capabilities and employment.

in the vicinity of Outpost Harry on the 
Central front. 

Born at Walter Reed Hospital on 18 Mar. 
1929, Lieutenant Wood spent much of his 
early life in Washington and nearby Ft. 
Belvoir. He was graduated from Woodrow 
Wilson High School, Washington, in 1947, 
and from St. Johnsbury Academy, St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., in 1948. One year ago, he received 
his degree in Civil Engineering from Johns 
Hopkins University, where as a Distinguished 
Graduate of its Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, he was commissioned in the Regular 
Army. 

In his last letter to his parents, written 
6 June, Lieutenant Wood immediately upon 
his arrival in Korea, expressed keen gratifi- 
cation over receiving the assignment he had 
requested. This permitted his front line 
service with the 3d (‘‘Rock of the Marne’’) 
Division, in which his brother, Capt. W. A. 
Wood 3d (USMA '50), was Operations Officer 
of the 39th FA Bn. The brothers had a 
happy reunion when Lieutenant Wood visited 
Battery B of the 39th, in which he had been 
keenly interested, since Captain Wood had 
commanded it for six and a half months 
in action, prior to assignment as Bn. S-3 

Before going overseas, Lieutenant Wood 
became engaged to Miss Helen Jane Gandy, 
daughter of Dr. and Mrs. R. A. Gandy of 
Stamford, Conn. They had been schoolmates 
in Vermont, and their marriage before his 
departure, as planned, was postponed due 
only to the suddenness of his sailing orders 
from the West Coast. 

Lieutenant Wood's father, himself a career 
military Engineer, retired from active duty 
in 1946. His war duty was as Director of 
Operations, Army Service Forces, and as 
Deputy Commanding General and Chief of 
Staff of Army Forces, Western Pacific 
Theater. Later, he was with the United Na- 
tions for several years and resigned his con- 
nection with its Refugee Migration activities 
last September. 

Survivors also include Mrs. James W.

duction in the number of airmen assigned to 
police duty will make this allowance unneces- 

sary. 

(c) A reduction in the amount for com- 
muted ration for enlisted personnel on leave 
authorized to mess separately to reflect the 
approximate current cost of about $1.10 per 
day rather than the $1.15 per day included in 
the estimates. 

(d) The curtailment of what appears to be 
an excessive amount of travel and transporta- 
tion of household effects for permanent 
change of station reassignments. A more real- 
istic apporach to the selection of officers for 
reassignment when permanent change of sta- 
tion is involved, by avoiding long distance 
moves as much as possible, can result in sub- 
stantial savings. 


(e) A downward adjustment in the varia- | 


tion in estimated ration values overseas com- 
pared with those in the United States. The 
rate of overseas appear to be excessive. By a 
closer control on spoilage and other losses 
and better mess management the Air Force 
should be able to maintain the usual high 
feeding standards at a reduced overall cost. 

(f) A change in the General Provisions re- 
quiring a minimum charge of $2.25 per day 
to reimburse the Government for the cost of 
food and operating expenses for meals sold 
to officers and civilians eating in messes where 
operating expenses are paid from appropriated 
funds. This will help to eliminate the subsidy 
now being financed from this appropriation. 

(ag) The computation of station food stock 
requirements to take into account the same 
percentage of absenteeism reflected in other 
subsistence calculations will result in a sub- 
stantial reduction in the working capital re- 
quired to maintain a 30 day supply of such 
stocks. 

Improved use of Military Manpower 


The committee calls attention to a number 
of administrative actions that can be taken 
which will increase Air Force efficiency and 
result in substantial savings in manpower 
that can be made available to improve the 
so-called fighting edge. These are as follows: 

(a) Reduce the numbers of military per- 
sonnel assigned to hospitals, from the present 
high ratio to more nearly approach the Army 
and Navy standards. 

(b) Reduce the numbers of Air Police from 
the present ratio of about 54 police per thou- 
sand airmen to be more nearly in line with 
standards for the other services. There is no 
reason why Airmen should not be required to 
take a turn at guard duty on the same basis 
as Soldiers, Sailors and Marines. If the Air 
Force should fail to take appropriate action 
in this regard the committee will not hesitate 
to insert a limitation in the appropriation 
language restricting the number of air police 
for future years. 

(c) Reduce the number of Air Force bands 
to a more reasonable basis. The present num- 
ber of 91 utilizes the services of approximate- 
ty 3,370 officers and airmen. 

(d) Cut down on the numbers of clerks, 
chauffers, aides, and orderlies throughout the 
entire Air Force organization. 


(e) Reduce the numbers of airmen assigned 
to training support. The ratio of persons en- 
gaged in training support, including instruc- 
tion and overhead, is nearly 1.5 to each 
trainee, This is much higher than the Army 
und Navy which have reverse ratios of 2.4 
and 1.4 trainees per persons engaged in train- 
ing support, respectively. The committee can 
understand the Air Force having a higher 
ratio than the Army but sees no reason why 
the Air Force should not compare favorably 
with the Navy. 

Reserve Personnel Requirements 


The Committee recommends $11,900,000 for 
reserve personnel requirements, which is $8,- 
100,000 less than the January budget sub- 
mission and the same as the revised request 
of the Department. The decrease from the 
January estimate reflects a change in the out- 
look regarding the number of personnel avail- 
able and interested in this program which 
is considerably down from the forecast last 
fall. In addition, there will be some adjust- 
ment in the ROTC program to conform to 
future anticipated officer requirements. The 
amount recommended together with a carry- 
over of unobligated funds will make about 
the same amount available for obligation in 
fiscal 1954 as will be obligated in fiscal 1953. 


The committee does not feel that the re- 
serve training program is as satisfactory 
as it should be. It is suggested that a study 
be undertaken for the purpose of develop- 
ing a more realistic and effective reserve 
training program. 

Air National Guard 


For the Air National Guard the commit- 
tee recommends $147,100,000 which is $19,- 
100,000 more than the January budget sub- 
mission and the same as the revised request 
of the Department. The purpose of the in- 
crease is to permit greater reliance on the 
Guard potential as a part of the air defense 
of the United States. The Air National Guard 
is to be equipped with modern jet aircraft 


under the new program and assigned a great- — 





er responsibility in the air defense organiza- 
tion. The committee believes that this is a 
wise move in line with the best tradition of 
defense in the United States in that it recog- 
nizes the traditional role of the minute-man 
type of citizen soldier. The appropriation 
for the Air National Guard covers all phases 
of the Guard expenses, including construc- 
tion and rehabilitation of facilities, except 
the procurement of aircraft which are fur- 
nished from Air Force reserves. 


Van Zandt Rider Revised 
Substitute Is More Liberal 


The House Appropriations Committee 
this week recommended elimination of 
the Van Zandt Retirement Rider, but 
inserted in the fiscal ’54 appropriations 
bill a substitute amendment sponsored 
by Representative Errett P. Scrivner (R- 
Kans.) 

The new rider is much more liberal 
than the Van Zandt Amendment. It per- 
mits Regular officers to retire if they 
have served in WWI and WWII. 

The former language, which said excep- 
tions could be made upon certification 
by the Defense Secretary of an individual 
ease as a “harship” or “for the good of 
the service,” is amended to permit the 
Secrtary merely to state that “the retire- 
ment will not be contrary to the best 
interests of the service or is required to 
avoid individual hardship.” 

Text of New Rider 


Here is the full text of the revised 
amendment as proposed by the House 
Apropriations Committee: 

“For retired pay and retirement pay, as 
authorized by law, of military personnel on 
the retired lists of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and the Air Force, including the re- 
serve components thereof; and retainer pay 
for personnel of the inactive Fleet Reserve; 
$365,000,000: Provided, That no part of such 
sum shall be used to pay the retired or retire- 
ment pay of any commissioned member of the 
Regular Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Air 
Force who is voluntary retired after the date 
of enactment of this Act, unless such mem- 
ber was retired because of (1) being unfit to 
perform the duties of his office, rank, grade, 
or rating by reason of a physical disability 
incurred in line of duty, or (2) achieving the 
age at which retirement is required by law, 
or (3) unless the application of such member 
is approved in writing by the Secretary of 
Defense stating that the retirement will not 
be contrary to the best interests of the serv- 
ice or is required to avoid individual hard- 
ship, or (4) unless such member is retired as 
otherwise authorized by law and has had ac- 
tive service during the periods April 6, 1917, 
to November 11, 1918, and December 7, 1941, 
to September 2, 1945, in any capacity as a 
member of the military or naval forces of the 
United States.”’ 


Flying Pay Rider Would 
Modify Requirement Rules 


The House Appropriations Committee 
wrote into the Appropriations Bill a 
rider on flight pay which it said would 
save $70,000,000 for the Air Force ($25,- 
000,000 for the Navy) by making it pos- 
sible for officers who have held aeronau- 
tical ratings or designations for at least 
15 years to receive flight pay without 
meeting minimum flight requirements. 

The action would be applicable to all 
personnel of the Armed Forces on flying 
pay status. 

Here is the text of the flying pay rider 
as reported by the House Committee: 

‘Sec. 628. Notwithstanding any other pro- 
vision of law, Executive order, or regulation, 
no part of the appropriations in this or any 
other Act shall be available for any expenses 
of operating aircraft under the jurisdiction 
of the Armed Forces unless (1) the primary 
duty of officers of the flight crew of such air- 
craft involves participation in operational or 
training flights; or (2) the duty of such offi- 
cers is under orders prescribing participa- 
tion in aerial flights for not to exceed twelve 
hours, with a variation of thirty minutes 
more or less, during any three consecutive 
calendar months: Provided, That, during the 
fiscal year 1954, officers of the Armed Forces 
otherwise entitled to receive flight pay and 
who have held aeronautical ratings or desig- 
nations for not less than fifteen years shall 
be entitled to receive flight pay at the rates 
prescribed in section 204 (b) of the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949, without regard to 
any provision of law or executive order pre- 








| scribing minimum flight requirements.”’

Report Urges New Slash 
In Army Officer Strength 


Army officer strength would be cut by 
more than 20,000 from present strength 
if a recommendation of the House Appro- 
priation Committee goes into effect. 

The Committee said in reporting the 
Appropriations Bill that the Army could 
save $19,864,000 by reducing the officer 
strength to the percentage relationship 
prevailing on 1 July 1951 (the Army had 
18 divisions then, instead of 20), and by 
cutting the number of medical officers 
used in other than patient care. 

This would give the Army about 106,- 
000 male and WAC officers at the end of 
fiscal 54, as compared with the present 
strength of about 128,000 and the antici- 
pated reduction to 115,000 as a result of 
overall cuts in Army manpower. 

If the Committee recommendation 
sticks—it is strongly opposed at the 
Pentagon—an even greater forced attri- 
tion program than that previously fore- 
cast would be necessary. 

Obviously, promotion chances also 
would be seriously affected by a reduc- 
tion to the 106,000 figure. 

As THE JOURNAL went to press, it was 
known that influential members of Con- 
gress had been briefed on the drastic ef- 
fects of such a cut and informed officials 
expressed hope that the recommendation 
for the 106,000 strength would be either 
rescinded or amended. 





Gen. Vandenberg Retires

General Vandenberg spoke out in similar 
terms when the much-discussed 70-goal 
objective was modified at various times 
to 48, 55 or 66 groups. Then, the Air 
Force had 416,000 officers and men. 
Aside from the group or wing structure 
of the Air Force, General Vandenberg 
for the past five years has urged repeat- 
edly the establishment of an Air Force 
Academy to give to his Service the sta- 
bility and standards in its officer ranks 
that come to the Army and Navy from 
graduates of West Point and Annapolis. 


His proposal for an Air Force Academy 
has the approval of Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson. President Eisenhower, 
who served on a board of educators in 
1948 which recommended a third Service 
Academy, has reiterated his endorse- 
ment. 

Air Force colleagues of General Van- 
denberg had hoped that Congressional ac- 
tion authorizing an Air Force Academy 
could have been completed before his 
retirement, but once again this year, as 
in the past, there has been evident a lack 
of drive on the part of civilian leaders 
to get a Capitol Hill hearing. 

General Vandenberg’s successor, Gen- 
eral Nathan F. Twining, who has been 
Vice Chief of Staff, will certainly urge 
early establishment of an Air Force 
Academy as strongly as did his former 
Chief. 

What General Twining’s official posi- 
tion will be with regard to the 143-wing 
vs. 120-wing controversy remains to be 
seen. In the past, he has strongly de- 
fended the 143-wing objective. 

Whether he will be silent on this mat- 
ter at least until after the new Joint 
Chiefs of Staff complete their review of 
the military situation and requirements 
or whether he will reiterate forthwith his 
belief in the validity of the 143-wing pro- 
gram remains to be seen.
